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Layoffs hit 
Project 
Open Hand 

by Matthew S. Bajko 


A fter 16 years of serving meals 
with love, Project Open Hand is 
learning it takes some tough self 
love as well to feed 8,000 people 
annually. 

In order to meet increasing de¬ 
mand for its services, and a projected 
budget deficit of more than $1 mil¬ 
lion in its 2002-2003 fiscal year, the 
agency has slashed its administrative 
costs and laid off several employees. 

“It is a bumpy, 
scary . time for 
sure,* said 
Colleen Paul, the 
agen cy’s l ead case 
worker. ^ 

Executive Di¬ 
rector Tom Nolan 
announced to his 
staff his decision 
to make the ad¬ 
ministrative cuts 
Friday, April 26. Tom Nolan 
In addition to the 

layoffs, the agency’s remaining em¬ 
ployees will not receive expected pay 
raises this year, some staff have had 
their hours cut back, and top admin¬ 
istrators are taking pay cuts. 

“There is an enormous sadness 
here about the people who left. I 
know it is hard here for everybody not 
to get a raise,” said Nolan, who is tak¬ 
ing a 10 percent pay cut to his 
$115,000-a-year salary. “I hate all of 
this because I work with great people 
who work really hard. None of whom 
are overpaid for what they do.” 

In addition to his salary cut, Nolan 
instituted a 5 percent salary reduction 
for other top managers. He eliminat¬ 
ed or reduced key administrative po¬ 
sitions and redistributed their re¬ 
sponsibilities to other departments. 
The positions of chief financial offi¬ 
cer, director of communications, di¬ 
rector of operations, and information 
system manager were all eliminated. 

He rescinded the 4 percent cost of 
living adjustment all employees were 
scheduled to receive in July, canceled 
the annual staff appreciation party 
and cut his assistant’s hours by 50 
percent. 

“I may do more consolidating of 
positions as people move on. I have 
another month to really put it all to¬ 
gether,” Nolan said. 

The changes, effective immediate¬ 
ly, will not impact the agency’s client 
services. The agency provides meals to 
people living with symptomatic 
HIV/AIDS, homebound people living 
with critical illnesses, and low-income 
seniors in both San Francisco and 
Alameda counties. There are no wait¬ 
ing lists and its services are free of

Catholic Church's process (or 
solving child abuse crisis

F or some gays and lesbians in San Francis¬ 
co, going to “church” on a Sunday has 
come to mean spending the afternoon 
dancing at the Endup or going to a cir- 
cuit-party-like “Mass” at the 1015 Folsom 
nightclub. Because the Catholic Church has 
turned its back on them, many gays and les¬ 
bians who grew up Catholic have been forced 
to examine their childhood faith, have reject¬ 
ed Catholicism as it spurned them, and have 
found little to fill the spiritual void. Some have 
turned to other religions, other more inclu¬ 
sive denominations and even Harry Hay’s 
concoction of paganism and free love, which 
he calls Radical Faerieism, where gay men de¬ 
light in the pleasures of the earth and of each 
other in a self-affirming embrace. 

But for the 800 registered parishioners of 
Most Holy Redeemer, a thriving Catholic 
Church in the Castro where 75 to 80 percent 
of the congregation is gay, faith requires rec¬ 
onciling church doctrines that say that their 
sex lives are a cardinal sin with what many of 
them call the resonance and beauty of the 
church’s teachings and the sacraments with 
which many of them grew up. 

At no time in recent memory has this faith 
been so tested as by the waves of disclosures 
about sexual abuse of minors, cover-ups and 
attempts by the church’s hierarchy to place 
blame for the scandals on gays. 

Parishioners say that nothing coming from 
the scandals is more painful than hearing 
church officials equate homosexuality with a 
predilection to child abuse. From the pulpit 
of St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York on April 


21, Monsignor Eugene Clark, the rector, said, 
“The tendency to homosexuality is a disorder, 
not a sin, but the practice of homosexuality is 
truly sinful.” Echoing the sentiments of many 
conservative Catholics, Clark linked homo¬ 
sexuality, according to a New York Daily News 
report, with the sex abuse scandals [see story 
above]. 

Like most psychologists, Cheryl Deaner, a 
family therapist and founder of San Francis¬ 
co’s Our Families Coalition, a support group 
for gay parents, agrees that there is no con¬ 
nection between homosexuality and predato¬ 
ry sexual practices. She said that “Child sexu¬ 
al abuse is a psychiatric problem. It has noth¬ 
ing to do with whether one is gay or straight.” 

In the wake of the spectacular failure of the 
church’s top-down management structure in 
the cover-ups around the scandals, gay San 
Francisco Catholics say they want more to do 
with the way the church deals with the prob¬ 
lems and sets a course for its future. 

“One of the most important things is that 
we want to be catalysts for change and ac¬ 
countability,” said Paul Ziller, co-chair of Dig- 
nity-SF, an organization of LGBT Catholics. 

Referring to the recent meetings in the Vat¬ 
ican between the American cardinals and the 
pope, Ziller said, “In the discussions that went 
on this week, it was once again the all male, 
mostly white community that was making 
these decisions. Where are the lay people? 
Where are the women?” 

Other gay Catholics, like Most Holy Re¬ 
deemer parishioner Scott Campbell, take a 
similar stance. “We’re here. Deal with us,” he 
said.

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Gays mass 
al NY’s 
St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral

O ne week after a high ranking Catholic 
official delivered a blistering attack on 
gays from the pulpit of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, more than 100 gays and les¬ 
bians braved a cold morning rain Sun¬ 
day, April 28 to wave placards, chant slogans, 
and hold a press conference across the street 
from the site. Despite some early concerns 
that the steady rainfall would keep people 
away, the protesters persevered for more than 
two hours, most of them holding signs with 
one hand and umbrellas with the other. 

The demonstration was generated by a 
controversial homily that Monsignor Eu¬ 
gene Clark delivered at St. Patrick’s April 21, 
in which he blamed homosexuality for 
priests’ sexual abuse of children. The tabloid 
New York Daily News reported on his re¬ 
marks in a front-page story the following 
Monday, with three-inch high letters blaring 
the headline “Priest Blasts Gays” from news¬ 
stands across the tri-state area. Within 
hours, outraged e-mails were flying 
throughout the gay community, quickly 
snowballing into the kind of action not seen 
since the heyday of the AIDS action group 
ACT UP. On Tuesday, word-went out that an 
emergency town hall meeting would be held 
at the New York Lesbian and Gay Commu¬ 
nity Center to discuss the attack. 

The next night an overflow crowd of gays, 
lesbians, and their supporters packed the cen¬ 
ter, including New York state Senator Tom 
Duane and City Council members Christine 
Quinn and Margarita Lopez, rainbow flag de¬ 
signer Gilbert Baker, and longtime gay ac¬ 
tivist and writer Jim Fouratt. So many at¬ 
tended the meeting, more than 250 in all, or¬ 
ganizers had to move it to a larger room at 
the last minute to accommodate the throng.

Annual bike ride nears, 
without any squabbles

L ost among the headlines of 
dueling AIDS bike-a-thons 
and suing cyclers is one 
event where fundraising and bicy¬ 
cling still combine for a smooth, 
enjoyable ride. 

Local cyclers will take part next 
Saturday, May 11 in the Ron 
Wilmot Bike Ride for Project In¬ 
form. And this year’s event could 
very well benefit from the brouha¬ 
ha circling around other such rides. 

“We certainly encourage and 
welcome new participants every 
year. And 2002 is no exception. So 
if there are any LifeCycle riders or 
California AIDS riders who don’t 
feel they can commit to a week on 
the road, they are certainly wel¬ 
come to come on board with the 
Ron Wilmot Bike Ride,” said Pro¬ 
ject Inform development associate 
Julie Doherty. “We always try to 
grow and expand every year.” 

Even with the new AIDS/Life- 
Cycle ride departing two days 
after her event, Doherty said she is 
not worried. 

“We fully support LifeCycle. 
Anyone sitting on a bike and 
fundraising for AIDS is doing 
good work,” she said. 

Now in its eighth year, the Ron 
Wilmot Bike Ride is a one-day, 
seven-mile ride through Golden 
Gate Park. While it may not be as 
grueling of a ride for enthusiasts, 
the event does offer many aspects 
that cyclers say are lacking in 
other rides. 

“I think we like it because we 
really feel Project Inform is a very 
effective ASO, as opposed to say 
certain other AIDS organizations 
where there is a lot of criticism of 
how well they serve their clients, 
and there isn’t a lot of inflated 
salaries,” said Larry Smyle, a for¬ 


mer board member of Positive 
Pedalers and head of a team of 
riders from Kaiser Permanente. 

The bike ride is an important 
fundraiser for Project Inform, and 
the proceeds ensure the agency can 
continue to provide, free of charge, 
the most up-to-date treatment in¬ 
formation to anyone who inquires. 

“It started as a small grassroots 
event and really has become one 
of our most loved and most im¬ 
portant annual events,” said Do¬ 
herty. “We rely on the support we 
get on May 11 to meet our budget 
and to continue our programs.” 

Since the bike ride is organized 
by volunteers and the agency’s 
staff, the event returns 95 percent 
of the money raised by riders di¬ 
rectly for Project Inform’s HIV 
treatment education and advoca¬ 
cy services for people with 
HIV/AIDS. The ride has raised 
more than $400,000 for the 
agency’s programs; last year riders 
raised over $70,000. 

“We are shooting to break 
$70,000 and we are hoping we can 
make it,” said Doherty. “I am very 
positive about it, but we won’t 
know until ride day.” 

The bike ride is named after 
Wilmot - an avid cyclist who 
turned to Project Inform for treat¬ 
ment information to better man¬ 
age his health after learning he was 
HIV-positive. To thank the agency, 
Wilmot started the bike ride. 

In just over two years, his ef¬ 
forts alone raised more than 
$100,000 for HIV/AIDS research. 
After Wilmot’s death in 1997, Pro¬ 
ject Inform carried on with the 
fundraiser he pioneered both for 
the good it produces and as a trib¬ 
ute to Wilmot’s inspirational 
courage and leadership. 

“Ron choose to support Pro¬ 
ject Inform so that he and those 
who came after him could live a 


full and healthy life,” said Ellen La- 
Pointe, the agency’s executive di¬ 
rector who organized a 14-mem¬ 
ber team dubbed “Chick Posse” to 
participate in this year’s ride. 
“This bike ride is a fun, invigorat¬ 
ing way to raise awareness of the 
essential work of Project Inform.” 

And it doesn’t come with the 
sponsorship trappings or glitzy 
promotional aspects of the Pallot- 
taTeamworks’ rides which have 
sparked complaints from riders 
and questions from benefiting 
AIDS agencies. Instead, its focus 
remains on helping a worthy 
cause and enjoying a bike ride. 

“We don’t get a ton of big 
sponsorships for this event. It re¬ 
ally happens word of mouth from 
person to person,” said Doherty. 
“One thing that really sets this 
event over the top is this ride hap¬ 
pens one rider at a time. It really 
is the difference between 10 riders 
and 20 riders.” 

Already 74 people are signed 
up for the event, and Doherty is 
hoping to break the 100 mark. 
Several companies are sponsoring 
teams this year, including Kaiser 
Permanente, local retailer wOrld- 
ware and Morrison and Foerster, 
the law firm that helped defend 
the L.A. Gay and Lesbian Center 
and San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion against PallottaTeamworks. 

“It’s a very community-based 
event and a very worthwhile event,” 
said Morrison and Foerster associ¬ 
ate Amy Lovell, who participated in 
the ride last year and will join six of 
her colleagues on this year’s com¬ 
pany team. “I liked it because fam¬ 
ilies could participate, especially 
kids because it is short enough.”

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AEF revises 
grant program

1 i ith more people living 
longer with HIV and 
AIDS, the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund is finding its services 
are needed now more than ever 
before. 

Yet, just as it sees more people 
turning to it for help, the agency is 
finding it can no longer do busi¬ 
ness as usual. The downturn in 
the economy combined with the 
public’s misperceptions about ad¬ 
vances in HIV treatment is forcing 
the fund to change its policies and 
fundraise even harder. 

“Many of our former clients 
stop us on the street and tell us - 
they so appreciated their support 
when they needed it and things 
have now turned around for 
them,” said Ralph Petersen, chair 
of the agency’s board of directors. 
“At the same time, we are con¬ 
cerned people may overlook the 
fact that recent advances in HIV 
and AIDS treatment have not 
solved the emergency for so many 
of our clients. 

“For clients to keep coming 
back to us because they are in an 
emergency situation indicates the 
epidemic is by no means over.” 

This year, as it celebrates two 
decades of helping people who are 
disabled due to the virus, the 
agency is redefining what it means 
to have disabling HIV or AIDS. 

In addition, to brace itself for 
expected drops in government 
funding and charitable contribu¬ 
tions this year, the fund’s directors 
have also announced a $200 re¬ 
duction in the amount granted to 
returning clients, many of whom 
have turned to the fund multiple 
times. Instead of receiving $600, 
returning clients will now only be 
eligible for $400 per year. New 
clients will still be eligible to re¬ 
ceive $600 grants. 

“We want to continue to be 
around for our clients for as long as 
they need us,” said Petersen. “The 
number of grantees is increasing 
each year. Not only new grantees 
but the number of returning 
grantees will increase. At the same 
time, it appears we are operating in 
a fundraising environment that is 
not favorable to us.” 

Last week, the fund notified all 
of its collaborative sites and 
mailed all its clients a letter ex¬ 
plaining the changes, which went 
into effect May 1. As part of the 
changes, the fund is requiring all 
of its clients to submit a new letter 
of diagnosis to be completed by a 
licensed physician, physician’s as¬ 
sistant, or nurse practitioner. 

The letter must certify that the 
client’s current diagnosis is either 


“disabling HIV” or “disabling 
AIDS.” The criteria for determin¬ 
ing such a diagnosis is based upon 
the current definitions used in the 
Standard Letter of Diagnosis is¬ 
sued by the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 

AEF decided to update its pol¬ 
icy regarding diagnosis certifica¬ 
tion to better reflect today’s reali¬ 
ties of the disease. With 
HIV/AIDS no longer viewed as a 
death sentence, it instead is now 
seen as more of a manageable 
chronic illness. 

“Basically, the diagnosis letter 
requires clients to now be dis¬ 
abled. It is a recognition that HIV 
or AIDS no longer means perma¬ 
nent disability,” said Petersen. “It 
also reflects the fact we want to 
continue to ensure our money 
goes to those clients who are most 
in need. And those would be 
clients who are disabled and are 
unable to work and cannot sup¬ 
port themselves independently as 
they otherwise would.” 

As more people are able to live 
with HIV/AIDS, more people are 
taxing the fund’s revenues. Ac¬ 
cording to the fund, as clients with 
HIV and AIDS live longer, and 
often on fixed incomes which do 
not keep pace with local costs of 
living, it anticipates that the num¬ 
bers of both new and returning 
clients will continue to climb. 
Over the last few years, the fund’s 
client list grew by 5 percent per 
year. 

Last year, the fund gave out 
close to 3,000 grants totaling near¬ 
ly $1.8 million. According to the 
fund, 70 percent of grants helped 
pay for clients’ housing costs, 20 
percent paid for utilities and 10 
percent went toward medicine or 
healthcare costs. 

“We don’t at all look at it as a 
welfare check. We are still in the 
business of making emergency 
grants to people on very limited 
incomes,” said Petersen. “We make 
the difference between someone 
being evicted or making a co-pay¬ 
ment for their medical bills.” 

Even with the changes the 
agency has now put in place, it is 
uncertain if it will have any im¬ 
pact on the number of people re¬ 
ceiving grants from the fund. 
Many of its clients will probably 
still meet the new criteria for hav¬ 
ing disabling HIV or AIDS. 

“It is entirely possible there 
won’t be any change in our popu¬ 
lation. But we need to satisfy our 
supporters at our grant making 
sources as well as ourselves that we 
are making grants to people who 
need it the most,” said Petersen. “It 
is possible our client population 
won’t change because of this. We 
don’t know.”

At the same time the client 
rolls expand, the amount of fund¬ 
ing the agency receives is in jeop¬ 
ardy. While the fund was able to 
meet its financial targets for 2001, 
its ability to do so in the future is 
in question. 

The fund’s directors point to 
the downturn in the Bay Area 
economy, a shrinkage in corporate 
and individual charitable giving 
and continuing uncertainty about 
government funding for AIDS 
programs as the reasons why they 
are making the changes. 

“All provide the basis for the 
AIDS Emergency Fund board’s 
belief that utmost fiscal caution is 
required at this time. We need to 
be prudent in setting grant levels 
now so that we will be able to con¬ 
tinue making emergency grants in 
the future,” states the agency’s let¬ 
ter. 

It is too early to tell what the 
overall impact of the changes will 
be on the agency’s clients. Al¬ 
though it is only $200, the fund’s 
directors know it can make a big 
difference in their client’s lives. 

“It’s a tough economy and I am 
sure there will be clients who are 
seriously unhappy that they are 
not able to get the amount they 
got last year,” said B.J. Stiles, AEF’s 
interim executive director. “In¬ 
stead of our grant theoretically 
covering a full month’s rent then 
it would cover three weeks and a 
day or so. It leaves people facing 
an even tougher problem of keep¬ 
ing adequate, semi-decent hous¬ 
ing.” 

As the agency celebrates its 
20th anniversary year with several 
major fundraisers, it hopes the 
public and past donors will step 
up to help the fund increase its 
grant amounts in the future. 

“While we are being extremely 
conservative this year, we are also 
optimistic about going forward 
that we will be able to increase our 
grants in future years,” said Pe¬ 
tersen.

AIDS denialist in hospital w/AIDS condition

A CTUP/San Francisco front¬ 
man David Pasquarelli was 
reportedly rushed to a local 
hospital last week where he was 
diagnosed with cryptococcal 
meningitis, an AIDS-related con¬ 
dition, according to an e-mail sent 
by ACT UP/SF members. 

Pasquarelli, who faces numer¬ 
ous charges of threatening and 
harassing public health workers, 
members of the media (including 
the Bay Area Reporter), and oth¬ 


ers, has maintained for the last 
several years that “AIDS is over.” 
Pasquarelli spent 72 days in jail 
following his arrest last November 
on the harassment charges. He has 
pleaded not guilty to the charges 
and was released on bail earlier 
this year pending trial. 

In a lengthy e-mail sent by 
Pasquarelli before his recent hos¬ 
pitalization, he blamed his stay in 
jail for his deteriorating health. 

In the April 26 e-mail sent by 
ACT UP/San Francisco, members 
wrote that Pasquarelli was taken 
to the emergency room on April- 


22 after suffering “excruciating 
painful headaches that would not 
respond to pain relievers.” He re¬ 
mained hospitalized as of Tues¬ 
day, April 30, according to an 
unidentified woman who an¬ 
swered the phone at ACT UP/SF’s 
Market Street office. 

According to the HIV InSite 
Web site, cryptococcosis is the 
cause of the most common life- 
threatening meningitis in AIDS. 
Early in the epidemic, approxi¬ 
mately 5 to 8 percent of patients 
with AIDS developed cryptococ¬ 
cal infection. ▼

N ew Yorkers are used to bill¬ 
boards, but no one was 
prepared for the work of 
Dyke Action Machine! when its 
eye-catching commentary ap¬ 
peared on the streets a decade ago. 

Since its earliest poster cam¬ 
paigns, the painter/photographer 
duo of Carrie Moyer and Sue 
Schaffner has provoked reactions 
from the mainstream and queer 
communities alike: from the “Les¬ 
bian Americans: Don’t Sell Out” 
signs that played off patriotic mar¬ 
keting and portrayed the butch 
lesbian as the true embodiment of 
American spirit to the controver¬ 
sial ads that challenged gay mar¬ 
riage and asked, “Is it worth being 
boring for a blender” to the Calvin 
Klein/Marky Mark parody that 
slammed the worship of'homoge¬ 
nous white gym bodies. 

DAMl’s work has appeared 
throughout Manhattan with the 
help of the Mafia-controlled 
wheat paste operation, but it has 
also been shown around the 
world. And in recognizing the 
group’s far-reaching influence, the 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts 
will present “Straight to Hell: 10 
Years of Dyke Action Machine” 
beginning this Saturday, May 4. 

“It’s so exciting to be able to do 
this somewhere else in the U.S. 
and not have to explain all the cul¬ 
tural references,” Moyer told the

Both Moyer, 41, and Schaffner, 
37, will arrive in San Francisco 
this weekend for the opening of 
the exhibit. The show will feature 
DAM! posters as well as interac¬ 
tive installations like public toilet 
kiosks representing “Gynadome,” 
an imaginary post-technology, 
lesbian planet; videos of DAM! 
answering frequently asked ques¬ 
tions about lesbians from people 
on the street; and an interactive 
phone line (originally advertised 
on widely distributed match¬ 
books) where callers can listen to 
Valerie Solanas’s “5.C.U.M. Mani¬ 
festo.” 

“There will be lots of things for 
people to do,” said Moyer. 

Moyer and Schaffner began as 
artists for the lesbian working 
group of Queer Nation, and kept 
at it after the group dissolved. 
Their posters are meant to be sub¬ 
versive advertising, their themes 


are always politically left of center 
of whatever is topical, and their 
depictions are “always going for 
the laugh,” according to Moyer. 
“DAM! always strives to be funny.” 

The women are collaborators 
and “partners in crime,” said 
Moyer. “It’s very strange. When 
we’re off a project we hardly see 
each other. But we’ve been togeth¬ 
er almost 24/7 for the last four 
months getting ready for the 
show.” 

San Franciscans will have a few 
opportunities to meet the artists 
and explore an historical perspec¬ 
tive of lefty lesbian imagery in re¬ 
lation to mainstream culture. 

A free public discussion pre¬ 
sented in collaboration with the 
San Francisco LGBT Community 
Center and the Queer Cultural 
Center will take place at the cen¬ 
ter, 1800 Market Street, on Satur¬ 
day, May 4 at 11 a.m. 

An opening night party will 
take place from 8-11 p.m. on May 
4 in the grand lobby of Yerba 
Buena; for $10 in advance, $12 at 
the door (free to members), guests 
can enjoy entertainment, visual 
art previews, film/video screen¬ 
ings, and a few promised surpris¬ 
es. The show runs through July 14. 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts is 
located at 701 Mission, at 3rd 
Street, accessible by BART and 
Muni.

forces with Citizens Housing, a 
nonprofit organization enlisted to 
be RACH’s development partner. 
The two organizations will use the 
grant from the state to work on a 
feasibility study for a four-story, 
220-unit building of mixed in¬ 
come housing on the site. 

In the fall, Caltrans will use the 
land as a staging area when work 
begins on tearing down the Cen¬ 
tral Freeway. The first phase in 
constructing a new Octavia 
Boulevard is expected to last one 
year, at which time the land will be 
transferred to the city’s Redevel¬ 
opment Agency. 

Once the land is in the city’s 
hands, a request for proposals will 
be sent out. While it will be at least 
three years before construction 
could begin, the senior housing 
boosters are wasting no time in 
lobbying city leaders to select their 
project for the site. 

“What we are doing in the in¬ 
terim is letting everyone in city 
government know that we are in¬ 
terested in this property,” Mitulski 
said. 

The project’s board is working 
closely with the Hayes Valley 
Neighborhood Association to gar¬ 
ner support early on from resi¬ 
dents in the area. 

“We want to keep Hayes Valley 
a walking neighborhood for se¬ 
niors and families,” said Adelman.

project receives

W ith a major grant from 
the state, the project to 
build senior housing for 
the city’s aging gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender population 
moved one step closer this week to 
realizing that dream. 

The project’s boosters have 
also selected a “dream site” for the 
building and are already lobbying 
City Hall about their plans. 
Named Rainbow Adult Commu¬ 
nity Housing, the project would 
be Northern California’s first 
mixed income, multicultural, 
nonprofit GLBT senior retirement 
community. 

“Today, we are forming a com¬ 
munity retirement account,” said 
Jim Mitulski, the project’s execu¬ 
tive director, after announcing the 
grant to the public during a cere¬ 
mony on Tuesday, April 30. “If you 
want to move to Palm Springs, the 
East Bay or somewhere south, fine. 
We will miss you. But you don’t 
have to go there unless you want 
to. You will have a home here.” 

Governor Gray Davis directed 
the $250,000 grant from the state’s 
General Fund toward the housing 
project at the request of Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco). It is the largest single 
grant RACH has received to date. 

The project recently opened its 
own office in the Flood Building 
on Market Street, adjacent to the

Horizons Foundation. The state 
funds will be used by the project 
for staffing needs, operational 
costs, and a community awareness 
campaign for GLBT elder issues. 

“Now it really feels like this 
time it can happen,” said the pro¬ 
ject’s board chair Marcy Adelman, 
who started advocating for the 
project in the early 1980s. “We 
have a wave of baby boomers 
coming of age who will need ser¬ 
vices that are GLBT sensitive and 
aimed at GLBT seniors.” 

The board has decided the 
ideal location for the project is an 
undeveloped lot in Hayes Valley 
along Octavia Boulevard. A short 
distance from the new LGBT 
Community Center, the site is 
bounded by Oak, Fell, Laguna and 
Octavia streets and is currently 
owned by Caltrans. 

The project has also joined

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Sins of the bishops 


L ast week’s meeting in the Vatican be¬ 
tween U.S. cardinals and the pope was 
pathetic. The cardinals stopped short of 
issuing a “one strike” policy concerning sexu¬ 
ally abusive priests, and did not address the 
participation of the laity in this latest crisis to 
rock the Catholic Church. Several church 
leaders who attended the emergency meeting 
also used the occasion once again to attempt 
to blame gays for the crisis, despite the lack of 
evidence that pedophilia is related to homo¬ 
sexuality. In fact, research has found that the 
majority of pedophiles are heterosexual. 

It seems that for every step forward, lead¬ 
ers of the Catholic Church take 10 steps 
backward. 

Gay Catholics - like many heterosexual 
Catholics - want to be involved in helping 
the church through this difficult period. Yet 
they are stymied because the church hierar¬ 
chy is inherently homophobic. The vast ma¬ 
jority of priests - gay and straight - have 
been tarnished by the sexual abuse scandal, 
and church leaders continue to exacerbate 
the crisis by evading personal culpability or 
responsibility in systematically protecting 
offending clergy. 

The recent remarks by a priest in New 
York City led to more than 100 gays protest¬ 
ing in front of St. Patrick’s Cathedral last 
Sunday, yet the event drew scant media at¬ 
tention. The mainstream press has done a 
disservice to the public by not aggressively 
questioning church leaders on their erro¬ 
neous statements that gay priests are to 
blame. The National Lesbian and Gay Jour¬ 
nalists Association last week issued a state¬ 
ment critical of news reports in mainstream 
publications that cast gay men as emotion¬ 


ally disturbed, link the gay community with 
pedophilia, and fail to include other credible 
sources with opposing views. 

The comments by bishops concerning 
gays in the church have gone largely un¬ 
challenged. Bishop Wilton Gregory, for ex¬ 
ample, has stated that gay men are not “psy¬ 
chologically, emotionally, spiritually, intel¬ 
lectually” fit to be priests. He was not chal¬ 
lenged on that statement. 

The church cannot begin to address seri¬ 


ously the sexual abuse scandal by taking 
part in a witch-hunt against gays, while 
leaders such as New York Cardinal Edward 
Egan and Boston Cardinal Bernard Law 
continue to hide, stonewall parishioners, 
and, in the case of Law, actually blame a vic¬ 
tim for his own alleged abuse. 

As we stated a few weeks ago, sexual 
abuse is a crime not an orientation - so far, 
the Catholic Church as an institution has 
been slow to see the difference. T 



Why ‘queer’ still hurts

I t was an honor to recently address the 
eighth annual Rhode Island Symposium 
on Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, Transgender, 
and Queer Issues, despite the forum’s title. 
Over the years, I have grown to understand 
that we are a highly diverse community of 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender, and other 
sexual minority people, encompassing a 
community that is inclusive of the four 
GLBT categories, but not necessarily limit¬ 
ed to them. But “queer” still hurts, and I 
think it always will. 

Please understand I am not rejecting the 
core values or ideological elements of what 
the term “queer” means to so many people 
who describe themselves in this way. In dis¬ 
cussions and, sometimes, arguments with 
people regarding the “queer” label, I have 
been given a number of reasons why the 
word is so important to them or others as a 
tool of empowerment. I have been told that 
“queer” conveys an openness to a range of 
sexualities, is inclusive of the range of sexu¬ 
al identities, defines a category of scholarly 
endeavor, reflects the humor and propensi¬ 
ty for parody so characteristic of GLBT 
communities, transcends and rejects the up¬ 
tight, buttoned-down world of assimila- 
tionist politics, and is a pithy way to de¬ 
scribe the long and fluid list encompassing 
our community. It is not these open and in¬ 
clusive connotations that I see as problem¬ 
atic, but the word “queer” itself. 

I recognize that I have no right to take 
offense at people’s private conversations, 
and have no interest in seeing “language po¬ 
lice” criticizing or censuring private dis¬ 
course. But words used in public forums af¬ 
fect many people, and if any of those words 
come with a history of pain, their impact 
cannot be ignored. 

Gay was chosen as a term of pride by a 
civil rights movement of homosexual men 
and women because of its history as a camp 
word for all things desirable, and due to its 
positive connotation and definition. 

Unlike gay, “queer” has a history of neg¬ 
ativity, both in its traditional definition, and 
as applied to homosexuals or gender vari¬ 
ant people. A homophobic society labeled 
GLBT people “queer” because of its dis¬ 
paraging connotation. Random House 


Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary (2001) 
defines “queer” as strange or odd from a 
conventional viewpoint, of a questionable 
nature or character, suspicious, shady, not 
feeling physically right or well, mentally un¬ 
balanced or deranged, and, slang and offen¬ 
sive for homosexual or unmanly. The syn¬ 
onyms they list for “queer” are unconven¬ 
tional, curious, freakish, eccentric, and 
weird. The New Oxford American Dictio¬ 
nary (2001) is sensitive to the current move¬ 
ment to take back “queer.” 

Many people I speak with liken gays 
taking back “queer” with blacks taking 
back “nigger” as a term of affection 
by young African Americans and 
their well-meaning white friends. 

But there is a great difference in the 
way the African American commu¬ 
nity has responded to this phe¬ 
nomenon with the n-word, and 
the GLBT community’s 
response to the q-word. 

While many young blacks 
and young gays use “nig¬ 
ger” and “queer” self-referentially, the 
African American community has not em¬ 
braced “nigger” the way an increasing num¬ 
ber of GLBT community institutions have 
adopted “queer.” 

Some might .resent the comparison of the 
way GLBT people have taken back “queer” 
with the much more limited way some 
African Americans use “nigger.” Many peo¬ 
ple I have spoken with feel “nigger” is much 
more hateful than “queer,” and that the two 
cannot be equated. To these people I ask what 
degree of hate does a word have to carry for 
it to achieve the hands-off space that the n- 
word inhabits for them. Is there a pain hier¬ 
archy for words that have consistently been 
used to insult, hurt, and degrade people? 

Today, if a politician uses “nigger” in any 
way other than to show her disdain for the 
term, her career in politics is finished. But 
United States Congresswoman Tammy 
Baldwin felt free to refer to the “queer” civil 
rights movement in a PlanetOut interview 
a couple of years ago, and for the past two 
years straight Mayor Buddy Cianci of Prov¬ 
idence has referred to “queers” from the 
podium at Pride celebrations. 

“Queer” is still being used as a weapon 
against GLBT people. Mayor Emory Folmar 
of Montgomery, Alabama recently refused 


to meet with gay residents or support city 
AIDS services, saying, “I used the word 
queer and I’ll use it again. I’m not going to 
call them gay. I don’t approve of their 
lifestyle one bit.” Two years ago Arthur War¬ 
ren Jr. was kicked and beaten to death in his 
West Virginia hometown. A member of the 
West Virginia Lesbian and Gay Coalition 
was quoted in the Charleston Gazette as say¬ 
ing, “People would throw things at him as 
he walked down the street, call him queer 
and other names.” 

Can the meanings contained in words 
like “queer” actually be reversed? John N. 
Craig, MSW, in his April 1999 letter to the 
American Journal of Orthopsychiatry, ar¬ 
gues that they cannot, and worries 
that clinicians can damage their 
' clients by using this derogatory 

term themselves. 

In reclaiming “queer,” we 
may also be exhibiting 
nostalgia for an era when 
we were sexual outlaws. 
There is romanticism to 
living life on the margins, but I believe it 
comes at too heavy a price. Many have 
worked very hard for GLBT people to be 
taken seriously as a community, and I don’t 
want to see this progress undermined. I 
don’t want to have to explain to our con¬ 
fused straight allies why it is now okay to call 
us “queers” again. I don’t want to disrespect 
and dishonor the work of an entire genera¬ 
tion of activists who took us from the de¬ 
spair and self-hatred of the 1940s and 1950s, 
to the pride and empowerment of today. 
Most of all, I don’t want to go backwards. 

My political instincts see the GLBT com¬ 
munity identifying as “queer” as a roadblock 
on the journey ahead of us. The messages 
we convey to each other and to the larger 
world as to who we are as a people will 
greatly impact the future course and 
progress of our movement. Words have 
power. “Queer” might seem sexy and excit¬ 
ing and radical and cool, but I cannot think 
of anything cooler than gay marriage rights, 
and nothing more exciting than equal op¬ 
portunities for GLBT people in all spheres 
of life. ▼

Sins of the Catholic Church 

I’m 73 years old and I’ve been abused by the 
Catholic Church all my life. And I’m not a Catholic. I 
was told sometime before I was five by a Catholic 
playmate that my mother was going to burn in hell 
because she divorced my father. I prayed every night 
that God wouldn’t do that to my mother. I woke up 
screaming, seeing the flames and smoke around her. I 
was terrified by “God” and his judgments. I prayed 
that he would burn me instead of her. 

I wasn’t aware of it then, but in the early 1930s, the 
Catholic Church was able to put pressure on the 
movie industry to censure anything sexual so I grew 
up thinking my mother and stepfather were sinful be¬ 
cause they slept in a double bed. Movie characters 
slept in twin beds and had children without being 
pregnant. Sex was never fun or enjoyable and if it was, 
you were punished. Usually by death. There were ab¬ 
solutely no same-sex couples and everyone hetero¬ 
sexual got married before the final credits. Single par¬ 
ents were only allowed if the husband was killed in 
the war. No chance of me growing up with realistic 
expectations by going to the movies. 

But things got worse for me because of the 
Catholic Church. The bishop in San Francisco wrote 
a public letter to Mayor Feinstein denouncing the do¬ 
mestic partners policy. He kicked my Catholic friends 
out of the churches where they held their Dignity 
meetings. 

And then this feeble-minded pope called me and 
my life “intrinsically evil,” opening the door to other 
feeble-minded thugs to bash me if they 
found the opportunity. I do not walk down 
the streets of any city free of fear. And 
Matthew Shepard couldn’t even walk 
down a country lane without the possibil¬ 
ity of him being bludgeoned to death and 
hung on a fence to freeze and bleed to 
death. 

But there is more. A dear friend of 
mine was beaten up by her Catholic hus¬ 
band every time they had sex. Why? Because both of 
them had been divorced and this was their second 
marriage, but not in the eyes of the Catholic Church. 
In the church’s eye, they were living in sin. 

Thank God I am not a woman, forced to bear chil¬ 
dren for the church whether I wanted to be a parent 
or not; whether I could afford one more mouth to 
feed or not; whether I could love and raise this child 
or not. Thank God I am not a woman in the Catholic 
Church and sealed away for life in a container called 
“second-class.” 

But the worst thing the Catholic Church has done 
to me, a non-Catholic, is to curse the use of condoms, 
even for my gay brothers. Through the Catholic pres¬ 
sure, our TV networks won’t even advertise condoms. 
So without citing all the reasons for using condoms 
since 1981, I’ll simply say that there is blood on every 
priest’s hands and because my brother and more than 
100 of my friends have died of AIDS, I cannot find it 
in my heart to forgive the Catholic Church. 

You may have noticed I didn’t mention the putrid 
scandal that is shaking the rotten church to its Vatican 
foundations. Enough said. It will be of no great loss to 
the world to demolish this church as it stands. Maybe 
it can give itself a rebirth and provide comfort to 
those of us it has beaten, tortured, killed, lied to, stolen 
from, and abused all of our lives, Catholics and non- 
Catholics alike.

Disappointed in column 

I always enjoy reading about LGBT history. You’ll 
understand, then, when I say that I was disappointed 
in the Past Out column on lesbian tennis players

process, columnist Paula Martinac states that “she 
began hedging the issue of her sexuality, trying to por¬ 
tray herself as bisexual, even though all of her rela¬ 
tionships were with women.” 

This statement disappoints me, because it shows a 
lack of knowledge regarding and respect for the many 
ways in which bisexuals come out and have relation¬ 
ships. Coming out as bisexual is not an attempt to 
“hedge” anything; for many, coming out as bi can be

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an arduous process, fraught with as much danger as a 
realization of any other type on non-heterosexuality. 
In saying that Martina was “trying to portray herself” 
as bi, the implication is made that that portrayal is a 
falsehood, that she can’t possibly be or have been bi. 
Why not? 

The statement implies that the reason this bi “por¬ 
trayal” must have been a falsehood is because of in¬ 
formation about the gender of Martina’s partners. As 
any bisexual will tell you, the gender of one’s partner 
will not tell you anything about one’s orientation. 

Having relationships with people of only one gen¬ 
der is not any proof that someone is lying about or 
“hedging around” their stated bisexuality. Many bi¬ 
sexuals only date people of one gender; this doesn’t 
not lessen the reality that they are attracted to people 
of both genders. One’s sexual orientation can be a 
mixture of acknowledgments regarding gender(s) of 
people to whom one is attracted, about whom one has 
fantasies, with whom one has sex with, and with 
whom one has relationships. 

Hence, it’s perfectly possible that Martina is - or 
was - a bisexual, and at the same time is or was some¬ 
one who only dated women. 

This sort of biphobia has no place in a newspaper 
that attempts to speak to a LGBT audience. I ask that, 
in the future, you please be more mindful of the many 
ways in which people are bisexual, and leave out the 
implications that they are maintaining falsehoods 
about themselves.

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Bush boosts Simon; 
Davis leads in polls

I elp came not a minute too 
soon for Bill Simon for 
what many see as his lag¬ 
ging gubernatorial campaign 
when President George W. Bush 
spent the early part of the week in 
California - his fourth visit since 
moving into the White House - in 
an attempt to put some life in the 
Simon for Governor effort. 

In two appearances, one in Los 
Angeles on Monday and the other 
in Santa Clara on Tuesday, Bush 
created an opportunity for Re¬ 
publican Simon to raise between 
$3 and $4 million for the Novem¬ 
ber election and also gave the 
underdog candidate a 
chance to at least tem¬ 
porarily seize the political 
spotlight at a time when 
the campaign has strug¬ 
gled to gain momen¬ 
tum. 

The Monday 
fundraiser at 
the Century 
Plaza Hotel 
sold out at 
nearly 1,100 people who paid at 
least $1,000 to attend. The Bay 
Area luncheon on Tuesday had 
originally been scheduled for a 
Foster City hotel, but after the or¬ 
ganizers sold out the 550-seat 
venue, the event was moved to the 
Santa Clara Convention Center, 
which holds 1,200 people. Why 
the Northern California Bush ap¬ 
pearance was not scheduled for 
one of San Francisco’s larger ho¬ 
tels went unexplained, though 
some suspected that the White 
House wanted to avoid any orga¬ 
nized protests against the presi¬ 
dent. 

Bush, who backed former Los 
Angeles Mayor Richard Riordan 

as his candidate in the March 5 
GOP primary, publicly pleaded 
for Simon’s election at both the 
Los Angeles and Santa Clara 
events and the GOP faithful in the 
state clearly hope the Bush ap¬ 
pearances will help unite the 
party, which remains badly divid¬ 
ed between moderates and con¬ 
servatives. 

While Bush’s two-day appear¬ 
ance in California this week clear¬ 
ly raised big bucks for Simon’s 
campaign, there remained doubt 
as to whether or not it gave the 
Simon effort the shot in the arm it

Poll has Davis leading by a 43 per¬ 
cent to 29 percent margin, with 26 
percent of likely voters still unde¬ 
cided. Bush’s popularity itself has 
dropped in California since he 
was last in the state, but while the 
president still enjoys an unusually 
high rating of 63 percent, his rat¬ 
ings have dropped from the 72 
percent he held in California in 
January. 

The Field Poll shows that most 
of the drop in Bush’s ratings were 
among Democratic voters, though 
91 percent of the state’s GOP vot¬ 
ers still think Bush is doing a good 
job. Not surprisingly, Bush’s low¬ 
est overall approval ratings are in 
the heavily Democratic Bay Area 
where only 50 percent 
think he is doing a 
good job as president. 
Field Poll director 
Mark DiCamillo 
told reporters that 
Bush’s failure to have 
much impact on the 
escalating conflict in 
the Middle 
East was 
thought to be 
the main rea¬ 
son Californians (the state voted 
for AI Gore in the 2000 presiden¬ 
tial election) have lost faith in 
Bush, who had gained the nation’s 
near-universal support immedi¬ 
ately following the terrorist at¬ 
tacks of September 11. 

Bush obviously would prefer a 
Republican in the governor’s of¬ 
fice as he goes into the 2004 cam¬ 
paign, but whether he puts his full 
weight into the Simon effort from 
now until November or whether 
national and international events 
keep him “too occupied” depends 
on how Simon’s chances actually 
look to the White House as the 
election nears. 

While Davis is clearly viewed 
as the current favorite as we go 
into May, the recent Field Poll also 
shows that many state voters are 
not all that thrilled with either of 
the two candidates. DiCamillo, the 
Field Poll director, did have some 
good news for Davis, however, in 
saying that as the Davis campaign 
manages to identify Simon as 
being “far too conservative” for 
most Californians, it was having 
effect on the race since, DiCamil¬ 
lo pointed out “the most damning 
statistic [for Simon] is that mod¬ 
erate voters are moving to Davis 
by a 3-to-l margin.”

As political consultants go, 
there are none better than Jack 
Davis and my spies tell me the 
man who elected the past two San 
Francisco mayors was spotted 
having dinner with not one, but 
two possible mayoral candidates 
in the same week recently.

Assemblyman-to-be Mark 
Leno was among those residents 
doing the “Bubble Bath on Cas¬ 
tro” bit early Sunday morning as a 
crowd of Castro area folks 
scrubbed and swept down the 
sidewalks of the Castro. Red Grille 
Restaurant owner Greg Bron- 
stein then hosted the entire crowd 
to brunch later at his popular 18th 
Street eatery. 

Incidentally, some of those 
who should know tell me that for¬ 
mer Mayor Art Agnos, thought 
to be a serious candidate (if he so 
chooses) as a replacement for 
soon-to-be termed-out state Sen¬ 
ator John Burton (D-San Fran¬ 


cisco), is also being urged by more 
than a few to take another look at 
the mayoral race next year. 

The even-numbered district 
supervisors have to run this No¬ 
vember and though District 6 
Supe Chris Daly won in a land¬ 
slide last time out, I’m told that a 
young candidate in that district, 
Michael Sweet, is making 
friends fast; and in District 2, 
where Gavin Newsom had been 
thought to have a lock on his seat, 
a candidate, Lynne Newhouse 
Segal, has emerged and she re¬ 
portedly has plenty of campaign 
funds to spend. 

I probably shouldn’t even go 
here, but I can’t blame those gay 
Catholics who are hot under the 
collar because they feel that they 
are being singled out for the 
Catholic Church’s growing sexual 
scandals. Probably true that as 
many as a third (maybe half?) of 
the nation’s 45,000 priests are said 
to be gay, but it is far too easy for 
the Holy Father and the American 
cardinals to make gay priests the 
scapegoats of this witch-hunt. The 
president of the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, Wilton D. Gre¬ 
gory, who is bishop of the Diocese 
of Belleville, Illinois, hinted that 
gay priests would be blamed for 
the pedophilia when he (Gregory), 
an African American, promised 
that the theory of Cardinal 
Theodore McCarrick of Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. would get “compre¬ 
hensive study” at an upcoming 
June meeting of the U.S. Confer¬ 
ence of Catholic Bishops. McCar¬ 
rick says that “no homosexuals 
should be admitted to seminary,” 
and Gregory seemingly concurs, 
calling it a “struggle to make sure 
that the Catholic priesthood is not 
dominated by homosexual men.” 
Lay Catholics have no respect and 
lovno e for gay priests? Tell that to 
the hundreds of straight Catholic 
fire and police officers and their 
families in New York City who 
mourned at the funeral of Father 
Mychal Judge, an openly gay 
priest who was immensely popu¬ 
lar and was killed while minister¬ 
ing to the victims of the World 
Trade Center on September 11. 
Though most of the firefighters re¬ 
portedly knew of Father Judge’s 
sexuality, he was loved by all of 
them, and in October, a group of 
NYC firefighters actually present¬ 
ed the pope with the helmet of 
Judge, their chaplain, and I’m told 
his photo hangs today in nearly 
every NYC firehouse. 

Incidentally, at least 175 Amer¬ 
ican priests have either resigned or 
been defrocked since January but 
no statistics on how many of them 
were accused of abusing young 
boys - or girls. 

East Bay Representative Bar¬ 
bara Lee was named the 2002 re¬ 
cipient of the Wayne Morse Award 
last week, an honor bestowed an¬ 
nually on a legislator exemplifying 
integrity in leadership. The Oak¬ 
land Democrat is the second 
woman to win the award, named 
after the late Oregon senator and 
former law school dean, since it 
was created in 1987. Lee gained 
national attention last year by 
being the only member of Con¬ 
gress to vote against a resolution 
ceding congressional authority to 
the president with regard to using 
military force in response to the 
September 11 terrorist attacks.

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Dare to dream of 
transgender equality

I f you are passionate about 
transgender rights, then April 
was a dream come true. 

We started the month with a 
victory in Allentown, Pennsylva¬ 
nia. On April 3, Allentown’s City 
Council voted 5 to 2 to include 
gender identity and sexual orien¬ 
tation in its Human Relations 
Commission ordinance. Addi¬ 
tional work being done in other 
parts of Pennsylvania has certain¬ 
ly been buoyed by this victory, in 
spite of challenges being raised by 
anti-gay activists. 

It’s the same .story in Tacoma, 
Washington, where the City 
Council voted on April 23 to pass 
its addition of gender identity and 
sexual orientation to its anti-dis¬ 
crimination law. While it is also 
expected to be challenged by anti¬ 
gay forces, it still passed by an 8 
to 1 margin. 

These two victories 
would be big on their own, 
but one day after the 
Tacoma vote, New York 
City finally passed its 
own civil rights 
protections cov¬ 
ering gender 
identity or ex¬ 
pression. The vote in New York 
City was another lopsided win, 
with a staggering 45 to 5 vote in 
favor of the bill. 

The New York City victory is 
huge. This is a law that affects 
more than 8,000,000 people. If the 
transgender population of New 
York City is only 1 percent overall, 
this still means coverage for 
80,000 transgendered individuals. 

These gains are not isolated: 
they represent only a portion of 
more than 40 cities and states 
across the country that have civil 
rights laws on their books de¬ 
signed to protect transgendered 
people. The list is varied, from San 
Francisco and West Hollywood, to 
Rhode Island and the tiny com¬ 
munity of Pine Lakes, Georgia. 
Many more laws are sure to follow. 

There is something else about 
these victories that I think is more 
important than how many people 
the laws will cover, or what per¬ 
centage voted for them. It’s that 
these ordinances were achieved by 
otherwise ordinary transgendered 


people who felt that they were not 
being protected by their govern¬ 
ment, and grouped together to 
make change. 

Back in high school, when I 
first embarked for the world of ac¬ 
tivism, a sociology teacher taught 
me the concept of relative 
deprivation. Basically put, 
it is when you discover 
that something is being 
kept from you that others 
are given - you are being 
deprived, relative to what 
others are pro¬ 
vided. It is a 
concept that I 
am sure many 
transgendered people - and many 
other groups - are very familiar 
with, even if they didn’t know the 
fancy term I picked up in high 
school. 

There were people in Tacoma, 
Allentown, and New York City - 
and several other places - who felt 
that they were being deprived of 
their rights, relative to those given 
to other people. In these areas, 
small groups of activists banded 
together, and worked toward 
change. 

Some of the folks in New York 
City are friends of mine, and they 
are not that different from any of 
us. While some of them have been 
activists for many years, others are 
fresh to these struggles. We’re not 
just talking about hardened veter¬ 
ans of the gender wars, but real 
people who reached a point where 
they had to throw their hats over 
the wall and fight for their rights 
- and they did. 

As more of these ordinances 
pass, transgendered people in 
other areas will also discover that 


they are being deprived of rights 
that others - including other 
transgendered people living in 
“protected” cities - are given. 

Think of your own life. Are 
there rights that others have that 
you find yourself lacking? Perhaps 
your location doesn’t cover em¬ 
ployment and housing protec¬ 
tions for transgendered people. 
Perhaps there is no hate crimes 
statute, or no anti-discrimination 
laws at all. You may even come 
from a state where the documents 
of transgendered people are not 
easily changed to reflect one’s de¬ 
sired gender presentation. 

Others have those rights - 
shouldn’t you? Aren’t these things 
worth fighting for? 

Once you have found what is 
lacking, take a moment to look for 
that “pie in the sky.” What would be 
the ultimate goal? What is the most 
amazing thing you could see hap¬ 
pen? Sometimes, these ideas might 
be as odd a notion as the “flying 
car” of old science fiction, or they 
may be something far more prac¬ 
tical - the scope is truly up to you. 

There have been two notable 
occasions where I have been a part 
of “blue sky” notions that have 
been achieved: in 1993,1 was part 
of a coalition that was trying to 
get America Online to allow trans¬ 
gendered discussions within its 
terms of service agreement. When 
those of us in this group sat down, 
our most outrageous thought was 
to get an online forum on AOL for 
discussing transgender issues. The 
very thought was ludicrous. Two 
years - and a lot of work - later, it 
existed. 

Likewise, many local activists

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control of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives to the Democrats, and while 
President Bush still maintains high 
poll numbers, even Republican 
congressional leaders privately fear 
that Democrats could pick up a 
couple of Senate seats.

- all states currently run by Repub¬ 
lican governors. In contrast, those 
states where Democratic governors 
are thought to be in trouble - Alas¬ 
ka, Hawaii, and New Hampshire - 
are all small states and not thought 
to be critical on the electoral map 
and therefore not heavily in play 


when it comes to electing a presi¬ 
dent in 2004. In addition, the na¬ 
tion’s biggest prize, California, once 
thought to be ripe for the GOP, is 
now expected to re-elect its Demo¬ 
cratic governor, Gray Davis. 

Oakland, a city founded with 
only 76 residents, celebrates its 
150th birthday this week and the 
population has grown to more 
than 400,000, but many apparent¬ 
ly still feel there is no “there” there. 

And in Dallas, the City Council 
is reviewing a proposal that seeks 
to protect gays and lesbians in hir¬ 
ing, housing, and public accom¬ 
modations such as hotels and 
restaurants. The council set May 8 
as a tentative date for a vote. Vio¬ 
lations would be treated as misde¬ 
meanors, punishable with a $200 
to $500 fine. 

East Bay Congresswoman Ellen 
Tauscher (D-Alamo) was thought 
to be a political outcast within her 
party last year when she was the 
lone Democrat in the California 
House delegation not to vote for 
Representative Nancy Pelosi (D- 


San Francisco) as House minority 
whip. Well, as it turns out, Tausch¬ 
er, highly popular in her 10th Dis¬ 
trict, is the only Demo incumbent 
to have no GOP opponent in No¬ 
vember; look for Tauscher to be a 
strong candidate to replace Senator 
Dianne Feinstein if she retires 
after her current term. 

All 14 candidates who were de¬ 
feated in the recent French elec¬ 
tion primary have quickly united 
to endorse incumbent French 
President Jacques Chirac in his 
Sunday (May 5) runoff election 
against far-right leader Jean- 
Marie Le Pen of the National 
Front Party (many of the French 
voters are adopting the theme that 
the FN initials of Le Pen’s party 
mean “F like Fascist, N like Nazi”). 

Finally, my “quote of the week” 
comes from Washington, D.C. 
Cardinal Theodore McCarrick: 
“I’m 71 years old and I have never 
had sexual relations with anybody 
- man, woman or child, and that 
can go on the record.” Well, okay.

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The scarlet P

, W ou knew it would come back 
to us. As soon as you heard 
that some altar boys got mo¬ 
lested by some parish priests you 
knew they’d find a way, once again, 
to pin the scarlet “P” on all gays. 
The Catholic Church sex scandal 
• is just another in a long line of 
controversies that show the anti¬ 
gay uses to which the fear of pe¬ 
dophilia is put. In one way or an¬ 
other, kids figure into almost 
every modern controversy in¬ 
volving gay rights. 

Never mind that stud¬ 
ies show gays are no 
more likely than straight 
people to be pedophiles, that 
is, to be sexually attract¬ 
ed to children. Nor 
are we more likely to 
be ephebophiles, that 
is, attracted to post- 
pubescent teenagers. 

Gays and youth have always 
been a volatile political mix, and a 
potent weapon in the hands of 
those who oppose equality. 

Remember Colorado’s 
Amendment 2? In 1992, Colorado 
voters passed a state constitution¬ 
al amendment in the form of a 
statewide referendum that re¬ 
pealed and forever forbade all civil 
rights protections for gays any¬ 
where in the state. This meant, in 
practice, that local civil rights or¬ 
dinances that protected gays from 
discrimination in public accom¬ 
modations, housing, and employ¬ 
ment were wiped out. 

Such a law could have been de¬ 
fended, though not very persua¬ 
sively, on libertarian grounds. 
Supporters of Amendment 2 
could have emphasized that they 
were preserving the freedom of 
employers to fire people as they 
please, or protecting the religious 
freedom of landlords to rent only 
to those whose lives satisfied their 
moral scruples. They might have 
emphasized the virtue of avoiding 
the litigation costs that inevitably 
come with civil rights laws. 

Instead, they acted as if local 
communities in the state were le¬ 
galizing child sexual abuse and 
that a state constitutional amend¬ 
ment was the only way to stop the 
pedophiles. On the eve of the elec¬ 
tion, supporters of Amendment 2 


distributed 800,000 flyers assert¬ 
ing: “Sexual molestation of chil¬ 
dren is a large part of many ho¬ 
mosexuals’ lifestyle - part of the 
very lifestyle ‘gay-rights’ activists 
want government to give special 
class, ethnic status.” The fliers 
claimed that “homosexuals com¬ 
mit between 1/3 of all recorded 
child molestations.” 

These assertions - even if they 
had been true, which they as¬ 
suredly were not - had nothing 
whatsoever to do with the laws 
Amendment 2 repealed. But 
as political demagoguery, 
the image of child-mo¬ 
lesting homosexuals 
was very powerful: 
Amendment 2 passed by 
a slim margin. 

How about the con¬ 
troversy over the 
Boy Scouts? The Boy 
Scouts have defend¬ 
ed their policy of ex¬ 
cluding gay scoutmasters on the 
ground that they have a constitu¬ 
tional right to associate or not as¬ 
sociate with anyone they please. 

Very well and good, but why 
would they not want to associate 
with gays? That’s easy: according 
to the Boy Scouts of America, gay 
scoutmasters are not a suitable 
role model for boys and teenagers 
because gays are not “morally 
straight” and “clean.” 

During the height of the de¬ 
bate over this policy, parents of 
Scouts across the country wrote 
their local newspapers to say that 
they simply would not trust gay 
scoutmasters with their boys on 
overnight camping trips. 

Then there’s the ongoing cul¬ 
tural and legal tussle over gay 
marriage. The debate over gay 
marriage started out on religious 
terrain, with opponents of gay 
marriage saying that marriage is a 
God-ordained institution neces¬ 
sarily involving a man and a 
woman. When supporters of gay 
marriage pointed out that mar¬ 
riage is a civil institution, apart 
from any religious significance it 
might have, opponents shifted the 
terms of the debate. 

Next they argued that gay mar¬ 
riage would somehow weaken 
heterosexual marriages. When no 
married couples stepped forward 
to confess how eager they were to 
dissolve their bonds and marry 


people of the same-sex, this argu¬ 
ment was discarded. 

Now the debate has shifted 
largely to a discussion about how 
gay marriage would affect chil¬ 
dren. Opponents of gay marriage 
argue that gays aren’t good at rais¬ 
ing children, either because the 
children turn out gay (which is 
taken to be harmful) or because 
gay parents will model bad values 
or warp their children’s develop¬ 
ment. Worst of all, gay couples 
will be more likely than straight 
couples to molest children they 
are charged with raising. 

None of this is true, but argu¬ 
ments along these lines have had 
remarkable staying power in pub¬ 
lic debate. 

Now, it seems, gays are some¬ 
how responsible for the crisis in 
the Catholic Church. Some 
church leaders have said explicitly 
that gay men should not be al¬ 
lowed to become priests. Detroit’s 
Cardinal Adam Maida put it 
bluntly: “I think what the behav¬ 
ioral scientists are telling us, the 
sociologists, it’s not truly a pe- 
dophilia-type problem but a ho¬ 
mosexual-type problem.” 

I’m not sure what “behavioral 
scientists” or “sociologists” Cardinal 
Maida consults, but if they’re telling 
him gay men have a disproportion¬ 
ate fondness for children and 
teenage boys they’re dead wrong. 

It appears, from the anecdotal 
evidence so far, that most of the 
abuse cases involved priests and 
teenage males. But then it also ap¬ 
pears that the Catholic priesthood 
is itself disproportionately homo¬ 
sexual. The abuse cases represent 
a tiny portion of all Catholic 
priests and a tiny portion of the 
homosexual priests. 

Homosexuals are as capable of 
lecherous behavior as anyone else. 
We are as capable of abusing po¬ 
sitions of authority and trust - as 
these priests surely did - as any¬ 
one else. We ought to be punished 
when we do things harmful to mi¬ 
nors, as should anyone else. But 
we should not be scapegoated by 
a Catholic hierarchy for sins that 
are no more ours than they are 
anyone else’s. ▼

City. I certainly doubt they ex¬ 
pected these laws to pass by sizable 
margins - but they did. 

So I leave you with this: What 
rights do you lack today, and what 
would be your wildest dream 
come true? Where is your piece of 


the pie? 

If this April was any indication, 
you may be able to achieve a 
dream for transgender equality 
after all. ▼

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Mark Bingham’s mom fights 
for cockpit safety, gay rights

A lice Hoglan, the mother of 
Flight 93 hero Mark Bing¬ 
ham, plans to keep her son’s 
fighting spirit alive through her 
outspoken advocacy for improved 
airline safety as well as her unwa¬ 
vering support for gay rights. 

Hoglan plans to participate in 
a major benefit in her son’s mem¬ 
ory scheduled for Saturday, May 
18, just four days before what 
would have been Bingham’s 32nd 
birthday. Earlier that week she will 
attend his private burial service. 
Hoglan told the Bay Area Reporter 
that she is looking ahead to the 
fundraiser and other activities 
that will more appropriately cele¬ 
brate Bingham’s life and spirit. 

“I don’t really want to put em¬ 
phasis on the casket and burial be¬ 
cause Mark lived his life so crazily 
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and fully when he was alive it 
seems pointless to focus on 
putting what’s left of his body in 
the ground,” said Hoglan, noting 
that the benefit will fund a schol¬ 
arship fund in her son’s memory. 

In March, Hoglan spoke in 
support of gay rights before the 
Human Rights Campaign in 
Washington, D.C. Bingham was 
openly gay and the star player for 
the San Francisco Fog, a predom¬ 
inately gay rugby team. He said his 
participation in the team helped 
him reconcile his love of sports 
with being gay. 

“It was powerful and a very 
important time for me,” Hoglan 
said of her appearance at the HRC 
event. “I was very glad to have that 
opportunity because it has 
opened my eyes to issues that con¬ 
front gay people in the U.S. I’ve 
become moved to speak out on 
gay issues.”

On Monday, May 6, Hoglan 
will be speaking at the Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund’s 16th annual Liberty 
Awards gala in New York. Bing¬ 
ham will be honored at the event. 
She is also considering an invita¬ 
tion to attend the Gay Games this 
November in Sydney, Australia. 

Flight 93 tape 

Last month, Hoglan, along 
with about 100 others who lost 
relatives on United Airlines Flight 
93, listened to the cockpit voice 
recording that documented the 
life and death struggle passengers 
had with the terrorists, forcing 


them to miss their intended target 
in Washington, D.C. The plane 
crashed into an empty field in 
rural Pennsylvania. She told the 
B.A.R. that she was very grateful 
for the opportunity. 

“It was a heartrending experi¬ 
ence,” said Hoglan, as her voice 
choked with emotion. “Beautiful 
and horrible at the same time. It 
was just gut-wrenching to hear the 
ruthless act of the terrorists on the 
cockpit voice recording and it was 
really uplifting to hear how our 
loved ones responded to it and 
how they pulled together and 
were able to act in the last few 
minutes of the flight. Even if they 
weren’t able to save their own 
lives, they were able to stop the 
terrorists from killing hundreds, 
maybe thousands of people on the 
ground and demolishing a na¬ 
tional landmark whether it be the 
U.S. Capitol or the White House 
or some other landmark in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

“I’m very grateful to Deena 
Burnett particularly for spear¬ 
heading the effort,” noted Hoglan, 
referring to the wife of another 
Flight 93 hero, Tom Burnett. 

Hoglan and other relatives 
who listened to the recording were 
asked by the Justice Department 
not to go into details about what 
was on the tape out of concern 
that it could jeopardise the prose¬ 
cution of the so-called 20th hi¬ 
jacker, Zacarias Moussaoui. 

Hoglan said that although she 
couldn’t go into detail, the record¬ 
ing reaffirmed her belief that her 
son and others on board Flight 93 
acted heroically to avoid a greater 
tragedy. 

“I can tell you that I heard 
many voices in Arabic and English 
and I am convinced absolutely that 
there was a team effort. I am ex¬ 
tremely proud of my son and I’m 
very grateful to the other heroes 
who were on board who pitched in 
and at least achieved a measure of 
victory for themselves and for in¬ 
nocent people on the ground. 

“What we heard in those 31 
minutes confirms to my joy that 
our loved ones worked in concert 
and were able, in those last des¬ 
perate minutes, to keep hijackers 
from killing people on the 
ground. They pulled it together. 
They were a pickup team coming 
from many different sports disci¬ 
plines. 

“We heard evidence to confirm 
that there was truly an heroic and 
touching act that took place on 
that flight by our loved ones and

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Abstinence and

A bstinence-only education 
got a nod of approval and 
50 million federal bucks 
from the House Committee on 
Energy and Commerce on April 
25. The issue has been a rallying 
point for social conservatives 
and a bone of contention for lib¬ 
erals. Surveys show that about 
two-thirds of teens begin having 
sex before they complete high 
school. 

The program promoting sexu¬ 
al abstinence was adopted five 
years ago as part of welfare reform 
and was being reauthorized for an 
additional five years. 

Social conservatives have taken 
a cue from former first lady Nancy 
Reagan, pushing a “just say no” 
approach to sex until after mar¬ 
riage. They oppose programs that 
include information on condoms 
and other methods that can sig¬ 
nificantly decrease the risk of 
pregnancy or contracting sexually 
transmitted diseases. But they do 
want to teach the negative aspects 
of sexually transmitted diseases in 
the most graphic and fear-mon- 
gering terms. 

An interim report by outside 
researchers for the Department of 
Health and Human Services said, 
“Most studies of abstinence edu¬ 


cation programs have method¬ 
ological flaws that prevent them 
from generating reliable estimates 
of program impact.” The com¬ 
plete report is due in 2005. 

“This is a research report that 
forgot to include any research,” 
said James Wagoner, president of 
Advocates for Youth. “I guess 
that’s what happens when you put 
public relations before public 
health.” 

Several outside organizations 
conducted their own evaluations 
of abstinence-only programs. 
Among them was a report re¬ 
leased in March by the AIDS Re¬ 
search Institute at the University 
of California, San Francisco. 

It found “no evidence that ab¬ 
stinence-only programs delay sex¬ 
ual initiation or reduce STIs [sex¬ 
ually transmitted infections] or 
pregnancy” in peer-reviewed jour¬ 
nals, the standard by which re¬ 
search is evaluated. It found that 
some sex education programs 
have had measurable results in re¬ 
ducing rates of STIs and “do not 
encourage young people to initi¬ 
ate sexual activity earlier or have 
more sexual partners.” 

It fears that “abstinence-only 
programs risk alienating the 
young people at highest risk of 
negative health outcomes by pro¬ 
moting a ‘one size fits all’ vision of 
adolescence that matches the true 


Tom Ammiano and Mark 
Leno host budget meetings

A s the city faces a $130 mil¬ 
lion budget deficit, the 
Board of Supervisors is 
hosting town hall meetings to 
gather input from residents on 
where best to make cuts and 
which services to roll back. 

In order to balance the city’s 
$5.3 billion budget for the next fis¬ 
cal year, the mayor’s budget direc¬ 
tor has already warned that service 
cuts, fee increases, and layoffs may 
be needed. Mayor Willie Brown 
has already asked all city depart¬ 
ments and agencies to suggest a 10 
percent cut in their budgets. 

By June 1, the mayor must sub¬ 
mit a balanced budget to the 
Board of Supervisors. Before they 
begin deliberations on the budget, 
the supervisors are hosting meet¬ 
ings in their districts with con¬ 
stituents. 

“I believe it is crucial to hear 


from my constituents in order to 
identify my priorities for the up¬ 
coming budget,” said Supervisor 
Mark Leno. “This is a great way 
for residents to educate them¬ 
selves about the budget process 
and get involved in how it is craft¬ 
ed.” 

Leno is inviting residents of 
District 8 to a town hall meeting 
from 7 to 8:30 p.m. Tuesday, May 
7 in the auditorium at Everett 
Middle School, 450 Church Street. 
Representatives from various city 
departments, including the bud¬ 
get analyst’s office, controller, trea¬ 
surer, Department of Public 
Health and Muni, among others, 
are expected to be on hand. 

Board President Tom Ammi¬ 
ano will host a meeting in District 
9 from 6:30 to 8:30 p.m. Wednes¬ 
day, May 8 at Horace Mann Mid¬ 
dle School, 3351 23rd Street.

experiences of only a minority of 
youth.” 

California is the only state that 
has declined to take federal money 
for abstinence-only education 
programs, so it was appropriate 
that Californians led the way in 
pushing for “abstinence plus” 
funding that allows for a variety of 
local options. 

Representative Lois Capps (D- 
California) lambasted conserva¬ 
tives for “trying to use terror tech¬ 
niques to keep teens from having 
sex” by exaggerating and misrep¬ 
resenting the failure rate of con¬ 
doms. Her amendment to assure 
that only medically accurate in¬ 
formation be included in state 
programs was defeated when Re¬ 
publicans argued that it was im¬ 
possible to decide just what was 
medically accurate. 

“A gag rule on information is 


no way to solve a serious health 
problem,” said Representative 
Henry Waxman (D-California). 
The committee rejected his 
amendment to allow states to cre¬ 
ate alternative programs with the 
money. 

Committee chair W.J. “Billy” 
Tauzin (R-Louisiana) argued for a 
clear message on abstinence. “We 
don’t relay the mixed messages to 
our teens not to smoke, but if they 
do smoke, make sure to smoke fil¬ 
tered cigarettes. We give clear mes¬ 
sages to stop other behavior health 
risks, so why should sexual activi¬ 
ty be any different?” 

ENDA 

The Senate Health, Education, 
Labor, and Pensions Committee, 
chaired by Senator Ted Kennedy 
(D-Massachusetts), passed the 
Employment Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act on a voice vote on April 
24. 

The measure would prohibit 
workplace discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation, though 
it exempts the military, religious 
organizations, small businesses 
with fewer than 15 employees, and 
voluntary organizations such as 
the Boy Scouts. It specifically re¬ 
jects affirmative action and quo¬ 
tas. 

“The patchwork of protection 
from employment discrimination 
leaves many American workers 
without redress,” said Kennedy in 
moving the vote. “A federal law is- 
sorely needed to ensure that all 
Americans receive equal treat¬ 
ment in the workplace.” 

Senator Susan Collins (R- 


Maine) previously had opposed 
ENDA, preferring action at the 
state level. But after offering two 
“clarifying amendments” that 
were accepted on a voice vote, she 
joined the “ayes” for passage of the 
entire bill. She said, “In the final 
analysis, I simply do not believe it 
is fair to allow discrimination in 
the workplace against men and 
women solely because of their sex¬ 
ual orientation.” 

Other Republicans on the 
committee continue to have reser¬ 
vations. Judd Gregg (New Hamp¬ 
shire) fears “a lawsuit heaven.” Bill 
Frist (R-Tennessee) shares those 
concerns. 

Elizabeth Birch, executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign that has pushed ENDA, 
called it an “historic bipartisan 
voice vote.” 

The Family Research Council 
mouthed its traditional blather of 
how ENDA will undermine het¬ 
erosexual marriage. 

Majority Leader Tom Daschle 
(D-South Dakota) has said that he 
will schedule a full Senate vote on 
ENDA this year. But it is unlikely 
to come until after Labor Day as 
Congress rushes to adjourn. The 
measure came surprisingly close 
to passing the Senate in 1996, los¬ 
ing by only 50 to 49. 

HRC is confident that they 
have the votes to pass ENDA in 
the Senate but is less sure that they 
have the 60 votes necessary to 
close off debate should an oppo¬ 
nent try the tactic of a filibuster to 
block the vote. Prospects for ac¬ 
tion in the House this year are not 
encouraging. T

Failure to comply with these codes will result in the closure of 
SFGH by 2008. Such a loss would impact all San Franciscans and must not be allowed to hap¬ 
pen. SFGH must be rebuilt. To save SFGH, the Civil Grand Jury recommends that the Mayor, 
Board of Supervisors, and citizens must act quickly to obtain the funding necessary to build a 
new hospital. 


Professional Services Contracting 

Every year, San Francisco spends some $300 million to $400 million in city contracts for 
“Professional Services.” The system used in awarding these contracts is grossly inefficient, lack¬ 
ing overall supervision or cost control. There are corfl&adictory policies and procedures promul¬ 
gated by competing city departments. The City Administrator, Department of Administrative 
Services, and the Purchasing Division, although charged with the overall responsibility, actually 
play a very minor role in overseeing the process; instead, the Human Rights Commission (HRC) 
has assumed the primary and most visible role in the purchasing process. The most significant 
impact of this is the HRC-issued instruction that price is not to be considered in selecting sup¬ 
pliers. According to the Civil Grand Jury report, enhanced leadership, coupled with improved 
processes would result in substantial savings for the City. 

Billboards 


Citizen action groups and Planning Department staff concur that San Francisco has hundreds of 
unidentified illegal outdoor advertising signs that should be removed. Presently there is no sys¬ 
tem of tracking billboard permits or identifying illegal signs. The Civil Grand Jury recommends 
imposing annual renewal fees for existing grandfathered billboards in order to monitor and 
enforce outdoor advertising regulations in San Francisco.

charge. 

In the current fiscal year end¬ 
ing June 30, the agency had a $9 
million budget. It will have pro¬ 
vided 200,000 home-delivered 
meals for HIV/AIDS clients and 
another 85,000 for homebound 
critically ill clients. It is estimating 
a 100 percent increase in those 
meals for next year, projecting it 
will serve 380,000 meals to 
HIV/AIDS clients and another 
142,000 meals to its other clients. 

At the same time, the agency’s 
costs for food, cooking, packaging, 
and delivering its meals have risen 
dramatically. And its government 
funding has already been reduced 
for next year by $150,000.

the Archdiocese and Catholic 
Charities throughout New York; 
gathering at a local airport to greet 
Egan upon his return from a Vat¬ 
ican meeting on sexually abusive 
priests; lobbying for an end to 
public funding of Catholic pro¬ 
jects and the church’s tax-exempt 
status; and even calling for au¬ 
thorities to prosecute Egan and 
other members of the church for 
criminal concealment, possibly 
under the federal RICO statute. 

After nearly three hours, the 
crowd voted on a specific action - 
a protest at St. Patrick’s, but out¬ 
side, rather than inside the sanc¬ 
tuary, during the 10:15 mass that 
Egan normally celebrates. After 
the vote was taken, the large crowd 
split into smaller groups to discuss 
strategies, with many longtime ac¬ 
tivists sharing their expertise with 
younger attendees, transforming a 
somewhat unruly group into a 


more cohesive unit. 

‘Another form of violence’ 

When protesters arrived out¬ 
side the cathedral Sunday morn¬ 
ing, dozens of uniformed officers 
kept most of them behind metal 
barricades, although a few were 
allowed to stand on the sidewalk 
in front of the cathedral, where 
they passed out informational 
handbills and politely urged 
churchgoers to support the 
protest. Inside, officials were tak¬ 
ing no chances. Uniformed and 
undercover officers were stationed 
throughout, warily watching the 
throngs of tourists who mean¬ 
dered through - all entries had to 
be made through side doors - and 
patrolling the periphery, eyeing 
worshippers to see if any seemed 
likely to jump up and create a dis¬ 
turbance. A number of people 
wearing pink armbands, an em¬ 


blem designed to evoke the attacks 
on gays in Nazi Germany, were 
shooed away from the church. 

Egan chose not to celebrate his 
first post-Vatican meeting Mass at 
St. Patrick’s, opting instead to stay 
out of Manhattan and preside over 
a mass in the Bronx, the city’s 
northernmost borough. Clark, 
who is the rector of St. Patrick’s, 
was to have delivered the homily, 
but a lesser-known functionary, 
Auxiliary Bishop William Mc¬ 
Cormick, filled that role instead, 
according to a woman at the cathe¬ 
dral’s information desk. No men¬ 
tion was made of the protest, or the 
sex scandal, during the service. 

When the service ended and 
the massive cathedral doors 
opened onto Fifth Avenue, many 
of the churchgoers saw the pro¬ 
testers for the first time. Many also 
saw the flyers for the first time, ex¬ 
plaining what the protest was 
about. On the other side, the flyer 
bore the now-famous photo of 
firefighters removing FDNY 
Chaplain Father Mychal Judge’s

cally, San Francisco Archbishop 
William Levada is doing a good 
job of ministering to gays and les¬ 
bians within the constraints im¬ 
posed by the Vatican - given that 
church doctrine says the practice 
of homosexuality is a sin. 

“He let’s us do our thing,” 
Hopke said. But Hopke, like oth¬ 
ers in the congregation, insisted 
that lay involvement is crucial to 
finding successful solutions to the 
scandals and developing policy 
which makes a place for gays and 
lesbians in the Catholic Church. 
“Lay people are the church,” he 
said. “The bishops are the servants 
of the parishioners.” 

As the cardinals were leaving 
Rome last week after their meet¬ 
ing with the pope, they issued a 
statement that stopped short of 
setting a specific policy for dealing 
with sex offenders, refused to 
adopt a “one strike and you’re out 
policy” and, to the disappoint¬ 
ment of many church leaders, the 
cardinals also dropped a section 
which would have called for es¬ 
tablishing boards composed 
mainly of lay people to review 
complaints against priests. 

Here in San Francisco, the 
archdiocese established such a 
board last year, composed of four 
lay people, a nun, and a priest, to 
look at allegations of sexual con¬ 
tact between minors and clergy, 
according to spokesman Maurice 
Healy. He said that the San Fran¬ 
cisco Archdiocese also has a poli¬ 
cy, which conforms to state law, 
that requires that “any credible 
suspicions” be reported to police 


Matt Foreman, the former ex¬ 
ecutive director of the New York 
Gay and Lesbian Anti-Violence 
Project, led off the meeting by 
noting that many high-ranking 
church officials, including New 
York’s Cardinal Edward Egan, 
protected sex abusers in their 
ranks for decades while they “tor¬ 
tured victims” who dared to come 
forward with stories of molesta¬ 
tion. Rather than admitting their 
guilt for those actions now, he 
said, officials have settled on “an 
orchestrated campaign” to cloud 
the real issue of sexually abusive 
clergy. As evidence, he also listed 
comments from American cardi¬ 
nals meeting at the Vatican and a 
statement from the bishop of De¬ 
troit that the problem is “not truly 
a pedophilia-type problem, but a 
homosexual-type problem.” 

After Foreman spoke, journal¬ 
ists Andy Humm and Ann 
Northrup moderated as attendees 
vented their frustration and sug¬ 
gested strategies to respond to 
Clark’s comments. The suggestion 
that generated the most discus¬ 
sion was that of demonstrating in¬ 
side St. Patrick’s during Sunday’s 
service. Many forcefully spoke 
against the idea, recalling a 1989 
ACT UP protest at St. Patrick’s, 
probably the most prominent 
symbol of Catholicism in the 
United States, that generated in¬ 
ternational press, mostly unfavor¬ 
able. Others, however, argued that 
because Clark made his com¬ 
ments from the pulpit at St. 
Patrick’s, it was the most logical 
site for a protest. 

Other proposals included pick¬ 
eting the Vatican’s consulate to the 
United Nations and at offices of

lifeless body from the rubble of 
the World Trade Center, under the 
headline “Priest. Hero. Gay.” 

Several notable attendees then 
spoke out against the church’s tac¬ 
tics at a sidewalk press conference. 
Reporters from print and broad¬ 
cast media fought for position in 
the pouring rain as Council mem¬ 
ber Quinn described the current 
campaign of demonizing gays as 
“another form of violence,” and 
Dr. Jack Drescher of the American 
Psychiatric Association rebutted 
Clark’s contention that gays and 
lesbians are “disordered.” 

“Recent claims that homosex¬ 
uality is a disorder is not guided 
by rigorous scientific or psychi¬ 
atric research, but by forces op¬ 
posed to full civil rights for gay 
men and lesbians,” Drescher said 
as reporters scribbled notes. “As a 
scientific organization, APA today 
once again affirms its 1973 posi¬ 
tion that homosexuality per se is 
not a diagnosable mental disor¬ 
der.”

Healy also said that the San 
Francisco Archdiocese is cooper¬ 
ating with the San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office on past cases 
of suspected abuse and has agreed 
to provide information on alleged 
abuses dating back as far as 75 
years. 

“Before this is over, there will 
be a way for laity to speak on this 
issue,” Healy said. 

But bringing the need for na¬ 
tional accountability to the atten¬ 
tion of Rome and altering the 
Catholic Church’s top : down man¬ 
agement structure may, in the end, 
come from that particularly 
American innovation - the law¬ 
suit. As cases of abuse come to 
light, more victims are finding the 
courage to come forward, and are 
hiring lawyers to file lawsuits. Sev¬ 
eral firms around the country spe¬ 
cialize in pursuing sex abuse cases 
against churches and are deluged 
with new clients. Most of the set¬ 
tlements in those cases are kept 
confidential, so it is difficult to cal¬ 
culate how much they amount to, 
but insurance industry executives 
have been quoted as saying that 
the total settlements could run as 
high as $1 billion. 

Of this, Most Holy Redeemer 
parishioner Hopke said, “Until it 
became a legal issue, they swept it 
under the rug. If these dioceses go 
broke, then they’ll put a more ap¬ 
propriate system into practice.” 

But Father Donal Godfrey, a Je¬ 
suit priest who is in residence at 
Most Holy Redeemer, said that 
most of all he would “like to see 
bishops and cardinals and the 
pope talking with laity. Maybe out 
of this, healing and reconciliation 
might begin.”

about $50,000 next year. That is a 
lot of meals,” said Nolan.

AIDS Vaccine Rides face lawsuit

0 j| allotta Teamworks, the for- 

w profit producers of AIDS 
I and cancer rides and walks 
across the country, has encoun¬ 
tered yet another challenge to the 
way it raises money for charity. 

Fresh from a legal battle stem¬ 
ming from disputes around the 
money distributed by California 
AIDS Ride, Pallotta is now being 
sued for its low returns to AIDS 
research centers after its AIDS 
Vaccine Rides. 

The class action lawsuit was 
filed by Mark Cloutier, executive 
director of San Francisco’s Con¬ 
tinuum, an HIV/AIDS health and 
services center in the Tenderloin. 
The suit charges Pallotta with un¬ 
fair business practices for misrep¬ 
resenting how much of the money 
they raise actually goes to finding 
an AIDS vaccine. 

Cloutier, who took part in last 
year’s Alaska ride, charges that 
Pallotta distributed less than one- 
third of the money raised to re¬ 
search centers that were beneficia¬ 
ries of four Vaccine Rides in the 
last two years. The suit seeks a re¬ 
turn of the funds raised and redis¬ 
tribution to the UCLA AIDS In¬ 
stitute, New York’s Aaron Dia¬ 
mond AIDS Research Center, and 
Atlanta’s Emory Vaccine Research 
Center. 

“As someone who rode in the 
last AIDS Vaccine Ride I began to 
see a lot of evidence of marketing 
for Pallotta Teamworks during the 
ride, and I became increasingly 
concerned about how much

Marijuana 
March this 
Saturday

n Saturday, May 4, propo¬ 
nents of marijuana and in- 
dustrial hemp law reform 
will gather in cities throughout the 
world for the annual Million Mar¬ 
ijuana March. 

San Francisco’s Cannabis Free¬ 
dom Day festival will take place at 
United Nations Plaza from noon 
to 6 p.m., with a Pot Pride Parade 
kicking off at (when else?) 4:20 
pm. The march will take a loop 
route that goes around Union 
Square and through part of the 
Mission. 

This year’s event will include 
three stages, one for bands and 
speakers, one for a “cannabis 
cabaret” with singers and poets, 
and one for DJs and electronic 
music. The festival will also feature 
information booths, exhibits, and 
crafts. 

Scheduled speakers include San 
Francisco District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan, Supervisors Matt 
Gonzalez and Mark Leno, Dale 
Gieringer of California NORML, 
and medical cannabis club direc¬ 
tors Wayne Justmann and Lynette 
Shaw. Several medical marijuana 
patients will also give testimonials. 

Organizers said the rally will 
“demonstrate to the federal gov¬ 
ernment that San Francisco is at 
the epicenter of resistance to the 
DEA’s fanatical war on cannabis 
and its many uses: medical, agri¬ 
cultural, andindustrial.” 
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money was going for marketing 
and promotion and how much 
actually might be getting to the re¬ 
search centers,” Cloutier told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “And then if 
you look at Pallotta’s Web site, by 
their own admission, marketing 
ate up a large percentage of the 
profits. So I decided to take ac¬ 
tion.” 

According to the Web site, the 
2000 and 2001 AIDS Vaccine 
Rides raised more than $28 mil¬ 
lion, with $8.1 million going to 
charities, and $19.6 million going 
toward marketing and expenses. 
More than $1 million was billed as 
a production fee. 

But Pallotta spokeswoman Lisa 
Cohen said that the lawsuit had 
no merit because the company is 


always up front about its expenses 
and percentages distributed to 
beneficiaries. 

“We go out of our way not to 
guarantee a percentage of donor 
dollars; we don’t know how many 
riders we’ll have or what they’ll 
raise, so we’re disappointed about 
the suit,” said Cohen. “We’ve al¬ 
ways been forthcoming about the 
percentages and the bottom line is 
we hope this lawsuit doesn’t affect 
our riders and in turn harm inno¬ 
cent people with HIV/AIDS.” 

Last month, Pallotta an¬ 
nounced the withdrawal of New 
York’s Aaron Diamond Center, 
one of its Vaccine Ride beneficia¬ 
ries, which prompted the compa¬ 
ny to cancel its Alaska and Mon¬ 
tana rides for 2002. In that an¬ 


nouncement, Pallotta blamed 
poor fundraising for the dismal 
returns to charities. Other vaccine 
events, said Cohen, will go on as 
planned, including a Canadian 
ride August 28-September 1, a Eu¬ 
ropean ride June 30-July 6, and a 
vaccine walk through New York 
July 19-21. 

Cloutier’s lawsuit, filed in San 
Francisco Superior Court, seeks to 
represent all riders who partici¬ 
pated in the Vaccine Rides from 
2000-2001. It also hopes to secure 
an injunction to prevent Pallotta 
from continuing the practices 
deemed unfair. 

“I am concerned about the 
general environment of fundrais¬ 
ing,” said Cloutier. “At a time 
when there’s evidence of donor fa¬ 


tigue and the demands are out¬ 
stripping the financial means, we 
need to have a very fair and trans¬ 
parent environment for fundrais¬ 
ing.” 

The suit is in the discovery 
stages and no court dates have yet 
been set. 

In January, Pallotta was in 
court to seek an injunction against 
the newly-formed AIDS/LifeCy- 
cle, a bike-a-thon set up by the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
and the Los Angeles Gay and Les¬ 
bian Center, former California 
AIDS Ride beneficiaries who sev¬ 
ered ties with Pallotta’s event. The 
injunction was denied, and this 
year, the two rides will compete 
for funds for HIV/AIDS service 
organizations. ▼

Transgender marriage 
issues in light of 
Kansas decision

T he following is an occasion¬ 
al column compiled by the 
Transgender Law Project 
that answers basic legal questions 
of interest to San Francisco’s 
transgender, intersex, gender-vari¬ 
ant, and genderqueer communi¬ 
ties. 

Q: I recently heard that a trans¬ 
gender woman wasn't allowed to 
get married in Kansas. Is that 
true? If I'm a transman, can I 
marry a woman in California? 

A: Thanks for your question. 
This is one of the questions I’m 
asked most frequently. The short 
answer is that the Kansas Supreme 
Court recently invalidated the 
marriage of a transgender 
woman, but that decision does not 
have any effect here in California. 
In California, the law permits 
transgender people to change 
their legal gender. In addition, 
marriages involving transgender 
people have been upheld by a 
number of trial courts in Califor¬ 
nia. 

Nonetheless, even in a non- 


discriminatory jurisdiction such 
as California, it is a good idea to 
take extra steps to protect your re¬ 
lationship in the event anyone at¬ 
tempted to challenge the validity 
of your marriage. It is worth tak¬ 
ing a minute to lay out what hap¬ 
pened in Kansas before addressing 
the very different legal situation 
for transgender people in Califor¬ 
nia. I will conclude by 
suggesting some steps 
that transgender peo¬ 
ple can take to pro¬ 
tect our relation¬ 
ships. 

Gardiner v. 

Gardiner 

J’Noel Gar¬ 
diner is transsexu¬ 
al and completed 
sex-reassignment 
many years ago. She married Mar¬ 
shall Gardiner in Kansas in 1998. 
She and her husband continued to 
live in Kansas until his death 
about a year later. Unfortunately, 
Marshall died without a will. Nor¬ 
mally, when one spouse dies with¬ 
out a will, the surviving spouse in¬ 
herits the estate. In this case, how¬ 
ever, Marshall’s son, Joe, filed a 
lawsuit attacking J’Noel’s right to 
inherit her husband’s estate. 

The son argued that J’Noel’s 


marriage to his father was void be¬ 
cause she was born male and be¬ 
cause, in his view, it is not possi¬ 
ble to change one’s sex. He argued 
that her marriage to his father 
should be considered a same-sex 
union and therefore invalid under 
a Kansas law forbidding same-sex 
marriages. J’Noel defended 
against the suit by arguing that she 
is a woman. She pointed 
out that she had 
changed her legal docu¬ 
ments, completed the 
medical process of 
sex-reassignment 
(including sex-reas¬ 
signment surgery), 
and lived her life as 
a woman for many 
years. Unfortu¬ 
nately, in an illogi¬ 
cal and unprinci¬ 
pled ruling, the Kansas Supreme 
Court agreed with the son. The 
court held, “[a] post-operative 
male-to-female transsexual is not 
a woman within the meaning of 
[Kansas] statutes and cannot 
validly marry another man.”

Human Rights Commission will 
present its annual Felipa Awards 
on Monday, May 6. Named in 
honor of Felipa de Souza, a 
Brazilian woman convicted and 
tortured by the Portuguese Inqui¬ 
sition in 1591 for having sexual 
relationships with other women, 


“It’s an isolated incident. It in¬ 
volved eight sets of records and 
did not damage the integrity of 
the study.” 

Because the study involves fed¬ 
eral funding, DPH had to submit 
its findings to the federal Office of 
Research Integrity, which filed its 
report with the Federal Register 
last month. 

According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle , the Office of Research 
Integrity said deSales had agreed 
to several stipulations over the 
next three years, including being 
supervised in any Public Health 
Service-supported research, ex¬ 
cluding himself from serving in an 
advisory capacity to the PHS, and 
not making any written public 
statements denying the findings of 
scientific misconduct. ▼ 


the awards honor organizations 
and individuals that have made 
significant contributions toward 
securing the human rights of all 
people subject to discrimination 
or abuse on the basis of sexual 
orientation, gender identity, or 
HIV status. 

This year’s honorees include 
representatives of four countries. 
Colombian residents Marta Lucia 
Tamayo Rincon, Marta Lucia 
Alvarez Giraldo, and Alba Nelly 
Montoya all played pivotal roles in 
helping to secure same-sex conju¬ 
gal visitation rights for prisoners. 
Chinese writer and artist Cui Zi 
En caused a firestorm when he 
published Peach Lip , the first gay 
novel in modern China, and he 
was the first gay man to come out 
on Chinese television. Egyptian 
resident Maher Sabry wrote and 
directed The Harem, the first play 
publicly presented in Egypt that 


addressed male and female homo¬ 
sexuality, and he also persuaded 
regional human rights groups to 
represent the men arrested and 
persecuted in the high-profile 
sodomy cases. And Brazilian Eliz¬ 
abeth Calvet, who will receive a 
posthumous award, was an ac¬ 
tivist in the women’s, lesbian, and 
black movements and a founder 
and organizer of many groups for 
women. 

The Felipa Awards presenta¬ 
tion runs from 6-9 p.m. and will 
be held at Brava! for Women in 
the Arts, 2781 24th Street, in San 
Francisco. Hors d’oeuvres, wine, 
and other beverages will be 
served. Tickets start at $100 each 
and proceeds benefit IGLHRC’s 
work on behalf of LGBT people all 
over the world.

not happen here. The Gardiner de¬ 
cision has no impact on California 
residents who were married in 
California. Based on the number 
of calls I have received in the last 
five years, there are many trans¬ 
gender people here in California 
who marry after undergoing sex- 
reassignment. There are also a 
number of transgender people 
who marry before coming out as 
transgender, and who stay married 
to their partner after undergoing 
sex-reassignment. I will discuss 
these two situations separately. 

Marriage after transition - 
California law is generally very 
supportive of transgender people. 
Both the Legislature and the 
courts have recognized that trans¬ 
sexualism is a legitimate medical 
condition, and that transsexual 
people should be accommodated 
and recognized as legal members 
of their reassigned gender. As a re¬ 
sult, transgender people are gen¬ 
erally able to obtain identification 
that reflects their true gender - in¬ 
cluding obtaining a marriage li¬ 
cense and entering into a legal 
civil marriage. Unfortunately, Cal¬ 
ifornia does not yet permit per¬ 
sons of the same gender to marry, 
so this ability is currently restrict¬ 
ed to transgender people who 
wish to marry someone of the op¬ 
posite gender. For more informa¬ 
tion about the mechanics of mar¬ 
riage in California, please contact 
our office. 

Marriage before transition - 

A number of transgender people 
marry before coming out as trans¬ 
gender. When one of the spouses 
in an existing marriage realizes 
that he or she is transgender and 
undergoes sex-reassignment, the 
couple may divorce, or they may 
choose to stay together. Contrary 
to what some people might think, 
the marriage is not automatically 
invalidated simply because the 
two spouses are now of the same 
gender. Although two people of 


the same gender are not yet able to 
enter into a legal marriage in Cal¬ 
ifornia, there is nothing in Cali¬ 
fornia law that prohibits the dif¬ 
ferent situation of two people who 
marry while they are of different 
genders and then later become a 
same-gender couple. Generally 
speaking, only dissolution by the 
parties or the death of one party 
can end a marriage. Based on 
these general legal principles, 
marriages in which one spouse 
transitions continue to be valid. 

Challenges to our marriages 
- Although protecting yourself 
against the possibility of a legal 
challenge to your marriage is im¬ 
portant, it is also important to re¬ 
member that most married cou¬ 
ples never have to prove the valid¬ 
ity of their marriage. While cou¬ 
ples that include a transgender 
person may have to do so with 
more frequency, it is still an un¬ 
common experience. Anecdotally, 
the majority of challenges to the 
validity of our marriages happen 
either at the time of divorce or 
when one spouse dies and the 
other tries to claim a spousal ben¬ 
efit (such as an inheritance or 
pension benefit, for instance). 
Challenges also sometimes arise 
when the couple tries to access a 
benefit during the marriage (such 
as health coverage). In most cases, 
however, transgender people who 
marry do so without ever encoun¬ 
tering any problems. 

Protecting our 
relationships 

Transgender people who have 
entered into a legal civil marriage, 
regardless of whether they did so 
before or after transition, are of 
course entitled to the same rights 
and benefits as any other married 
person. If you are in this situation, 
you should not hesitate to exercise 
your rights as legal spouses, whether 
that be the right to file married tax 
returns, the right to apply for 
spousal benefits, or the right to have 
or adopt children as a married cou¬ 
ple. At the same time, however, it is 
also important to create a safety net 


in the event that the validity of the 
marriage is challenged. 

At a minimum, a transgender 
person who is married should 
have: (1) a last will and testament 
for both spouses; (2) financial and 
medical powers of attorney in 
which each spouse designates ei¬ 
ther the other spouse or another 
trusted person to be his or her 
legal agent in the event of incapac¬ 
itation; and (3) a written personal 
relationship agreement including 
a detailed account of each spouse’s 
rights and responsibilities with re¬ 
gard to finances, property, sup¬ 
port, children, and any other issues 
that are important to the couple. 

The agreement should also in¬ 
clude an acknowledgment that the 
non-transgender partner is aware 
that his or her spouse is transgen¬ 
der, to avoid any later claims of 
fraud or deception. Ideally, the 
couple should draft those docu¬ 
ments with assistance from an at¬ 
torney and supplement them with 
any other legal planning docu¬ 
ments that are appropriate for 
their specific circumstances.

T o take a first glance at Anthy 
Hadjimarkos, you wouldn’t 
think “boxer.” But looks can 
be deceiving. 

A winner of the regional Gold¬ 
en Gloves in 2001, Hadjimarkos 
represents the next generation of 
female fighters, as trained and 
mentored by Bay Area resident 
and four-time champion Gina 
“Boom Boom” Guidi. 

Hadjimarkos will fight 
with Guidi in her corner 
at the 70th annual Gold¬ 
en Gloves competition, 

May 1 through 4, at San 
Francisco’s Cow Palace. 
Women’s matches will take 
place Thursday May 2, 
with finals on Satur¬ 
day, May 4. 

This year’s Golden 
Gloves will pit 110 
Northern California 
fighters from 37 boxing clubs, 
most of them men, against one 
another for a chance to advance to 
regional, state and ultimately na¬ 
tional titles. 

Winners will go on to the re¬ 
gional Golden Gloves competition 
at Fairtex Gym- in Daly City, May 
18; the state competition in Los 
Angeles on June 1; and the na¬ 
tional competition in Denver, 
Colorado, June 15-22. 

To prepare for these goals, 
Hadjimarkos has been training at 
Kings Gym in Oakland and the 
spacious Bay Club in San Francis¬ 
co’s North Beach District, where 
Guidi is a popular trainer. 

Hadjimarkos is just one of 
many women now involved with 
boxing, once thought to be a 
men’s-only sport. A team-sport 
athlete as a child, Hadjimarkos 
still felt for many years that the 


perfect sport for her was yet 
undiscovered. When she was 20, a 
friend suggested boxing, a field 
Hadjimarkos had not even con¬ 
sidered, as she thought (like 
many) that women were not wel¬ 
come in the ring. 

As she learned more about 
women’s boxing, she found a role 
model and personal hero in Guidi, 
a world champion boxer and the 
subject of the acclaimed docu¬ 
mentary film Red Rain. 

As an amateur, Guidi won the 
USA BoxOffs in 
California in addi¬ 
tion to a Golden 
Gloves Championship, and 
held an undefeated amateur 
record of 12-0-0 9 KOs. 
Turning professional in 1995, 
she held a record of 16- 
1-1 (16 wins, one loss, 
and one draw) with 
six knockouts. She 
won four champi¬ 
onship titles, three of 
them being world titles. 

Guidi was the first female boxer 
to be honored by the Northern 
California Veteran Boxers’ Associ¬ 
ation for Outstanding Achieve¬ 
ment, and the first to be honored 
twice by that organization. 

Hadjimarkos has been training 
for two years, and hopes to follow 
in Guidi’s footsteps. For her Greek 
family in San Ramon, however, 
“It’s been difficult,” she admitted. 

“My dad has never approved of 
it, but when he was young, he 
wanted to play soccer, but his fam¬ 
ily didn’t approve of that.” 

“My mom is okay, but she 
won’t come to see me fight.” Nev¬ 
ertheless, she hopes to balance the 
love of her sport to offset her fam¬ 
ily’s doubts. “I always went off and 
did my own thing anyway.” 

Hadjimarkos has competed in 
co-ed tournaments, and won the 
regional competition at the Gold¬ 
en Gloves in 2001. She fights as a 
112-lb. superflyweight, and cur¬ 
rently holds an amateur record of 
one win and one loss. In addition 
to a regular training regimen, the 
East Bay resident also attends 
Cogswell Polytechnic College, 
where she is working toward a 
bachelor’s degree in 3-D modeling 
and digital illustration. 

Does going against tradition 
give more meaning to her train¬ 
ing? 

“I train a little harder,” she said. 
“I always train really hard before 
any competition. I had a lot of 
fights set up this summer, but they 
fell through.” 

Part of the problem of being a 
good fighter is actually arranging 
competitions after you’ve become 
known. 

“I haven’t had that many 
fights,” said Hadjimarkos. “But 
with Gina as my trainer, people 
have seen me and talk about it.” 

And some might be talking 
about the fact that Hadjimarkos, 
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like Guidi, is out as a lesbian. Yet it 
doesn’t phase her. 

“We try not to talk about me 
that much, but that I can fight. 
That might be part of the reason 
why they cancel. They get scared 
or whatever.” 

As to watching other competi¬ 
tors, “I like to watch smaller 
fights,” she said. “A lot of the tal¬ 
ent I think, is more in the quicker 
movements of lighter weights.” 

When asked about films and 
TV, Hadjimarkos agrees that the 
media portrayal of women boxers 
has also been less than realistic. 
Like others, Hadjimarkos was less 
than impressed with the film Girl- 
fight. 

“I think some of the shots were 
interesting, but it was outra¬ 
geous,” she said. “A girl is not 
gonna be fighting a guy in a tour¬ 
nament. I thought it was annoy¬ 
ing to bring in the boyfriend.” 

Does her decision to be out af¬ 
fect her take on the sport? 

“It’s definitely an issue,” she 
said. “All of the women in the 
sport have issues. There are box¬ 
ers that become publicly known, 
or act straight in public, even 
though they’re lesbians. It’s really 
sad, because there’s so much more 
talent out there that won’t be rec¬ 
ognized in public.” 

She certainly doesn’t want to 
be judged by “who you are versus 
how good you are. I don’t think 
your sexuality should have any¬ 
thing to do with your perfor¬ 
mance.” 

She also has to deal with the 
male heterosexual focus on 
women boxers that furthers the 
distance between reality. “That is 
not paying attention to whether I 
have good form or get hits in.” 

At the Golden Gloves last year, 
Hadjimarkos had no competition 
in her weight class, so she just 
moved on to the regionals. “I 
wanted to fight for the state title. 
I’m really hoping there’ll be more 
competition this year.” 

Does she feel pressure training 
in a sport that still remains shy of 
female competitors? “I see more 
women in the gym, but I don’t see 
women training to compete.” 

Without a known community 
of women boxers organizing, 


there remains little visible 
presence outside a few 
brave athletes. 

Despite what some 
call large ranks of lesbians 
in the sport, Gay Games 
has yet to permit the re¬ 
turn of boxing to its exhi¬ 
bition events. After an ex¬ 
hibition match at an early 
Games, a Gay Games II 
exhibition match was 
canceled, despite the 
hopes of some, including 
Guidi. Since then, no 
group of GLBT boxers 
has succeeded in convinc¬ 
ing the Federation of Gay 
Games or bidding cities 
to add it as a sport. 

This leaves out lesbian 
and gay boxers on their 
own. After this weekend’s 
Golden Gloves tourna¬ 
ment at the Cow Palace, 
Hadjimarkos hopes to win the na¬ 
tional title. At larger competitions, 
she’s noticed the diverse array of 
competitors. 

“Other countries have more 
women boxers, like Turkey. India 
has about 600 women boxers. I 
have no idea how that happened.” 

Hadjimarkos recently visited 
Turkey, where one woman took a 
national prize. “It’s amazing that a 
woman in a Muslim country was 
even allowed to compete.” 

Although her home country of 
Greece is very conservative, she 
hopes to some day compete there. 
“I would like to be a hero to Greek 
people, if they ever open up box¬ 
ing to women at the Olympics. 

“That would be my dream; to 
go there, be with my people and 
be myself, and let them see a 
woman in an empowered situa¬ 
tion.” 

The 70th Annual Golden 
Gloves competition will be held 
May 1-4, at the Cow Palace in San 
Francisco. Tickets: $5-15 (through 
Friday), $7-$20 for Saturday’s fi¬ 
nals. Matches start at 7 p.m. (415) 
584-9443.

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Gender protections 
passed in two cities

T ransgender and gender-vari¬ 
ant individuals have two rea¬ 
sons to feel a little more 
equal in America, as the cities of 
both New York and Tacoma, 
Washington last week passed or¬ 
dinances protecting people from 
discrimination on the basis of 
gender identity. 

New York City Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg signed that city’s mea¬ 
sure into law on Tuesday, April 30, 
less than one week after the City 
Council passed the measure 45-5. 
New York is now the 42nd munic¬ 
ipality to extend protections on 
the basis of gender identity, and 
because of its large population 
(about 8 million) it is believed the 
law will have a powerful effect on 
both policy and people. 

“It’s brilliant,” said San Fran¬ 
cisco transgender advocate Chris 
Daley, a staff attorney at the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights. 
“New York is arguably now the ju¬ 
risdiction that protects the most 


people based on gender identity. I 
certainly hope this law leads to 
statewide protection as well.” 

It is estimated that 75 percent 
of New York state’s transgender 
population lives in the city, but the 
law’s careful choice of the term 
“gender identity” should extend 
protections to people of all sexu¬ 
alities and genders, from tomboys 
to transsexuals. The law prohibits 
discrimination in employment, 
housing, public accommodation, 
and other areas of everyday life. 

“Gender identity was created 
as a term so that it can be used 
broadly to encompass as many 
folks as possible,” noted Daley. 

New York’s law was pushed 
through with the help of the Em¬ 
pire State Pride Agenda and the 
New York Association for Gender 
Rights Advocacy, and supportive 
City Council members Bill 
Perkins, Margarita Lopez, Chris¬ 
tine Quinn, and Phil Reed, all De¬ 
mocrats. 

At Tuesday’s bill signing, 
Bloomberg, a Republican, pur¬ 
posely used more than 20 pens for 


his signature so that all advocates 
in attendance could have a sou¬ 
venir of the event. It was only the 
second bill signing ceremony of 
Bloomberg’s mayoral career. 

“I was always taught that 
everyone is equal,” said 
Bloomberg. “I do this today be¬ 
cause it is right.” 

On the opposite coast, the 
Tacoma City Council voted 8-1 on 
April 23 to add sexual orientation 
and gender identity to the city’s 
anti-discrimination ordinance. 

This is the second time the City 
Council approved this addition, 
but voters in 1989 repealed the ad¬ 
ditions, and according to the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, there is speculation that op¬ 
ponents may attempt once again 
to put it before the voters. 

Both the Tacoma and New 
York efforts will remain, however, 
“part of a growing trend where 
state and local governments in¬ 
creasingly recognize the need to 
address discrimination based on 
gender identity,” according to the 
Human Rights Campaign. ▼ 


Global AIDS fund awards first grants

O n Thursday, April 25, the 
Global Fund to Fight AIDS, 
Tuberculosis, and Malaria 
awarded its first grants to help poor 
countries combat the deadly dis¬ 
eases. The announcement was 
made at the conclusion of the fund’s 
board meeting in New York City. 

In this first round of funding, 
$378 million was distributed to 40 
programs in 31 countries. More 
than 50 percent of the money will 
fund projects in Africa, the conti¬ 
nent hardest hit by AIDS. Haiti, 
South Africa, Zambia, and Zim¬ 
babwe received the largest grants. 
Eighteen additional proposals 
were slated for fast-track approval, 


which will bring the total amount 
awarded to $616 million. Sixty 
percent of funding will go to 
HIV/AIDS programs, 16 percent 
for tuberculosis, 10 percent for 
malaria, and 15 percent for pro¬ 
grams addressing two or three of 
the diseases. 

United Nations Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral Kofi Annan called for the cre¬ 
ation of the global fund in April 
2001, estimating that it would re¬ 
quire $7-10 billion dollars. Cur¬ 
rently the fund has received 
pledges totaling nearly $2 billion 
dollars, with about $70 million 
currently available. 

The global fund’s board met for 
the first time in January and issued 
a request for grant proposals. The 
board is composed of representa¬ 


tives from non-governmental or¬ 
ganizations, private foundations, 
corporations, and donor countries. 
UNAIDS, the World Health Orga¬ 
nization, and the World Bank hold 
non-voting seats. 

Some 300 applications were re¬ 
ceived by March. Successful appli¬ 
cants were required to develop 
initiatives that draw on the com¬ 
bined expertise of government, 
NGO, and private sector stake¬ 
holders, and that do not duplicate 
existing programs. 

Advocates and NGO officials 
have criticized wealthy countries, 
in particular the U.S., for donat¬ 
ing too little. President Bush has 
pledged $300 million for fiscal 
year 2002 and $200 million for 
2003.T

“We could have chopped it 
from the food budget. One thing 
we did here years ago was that our 
clients, instead of having both 
meals and groceries, had to 
choose,” said Nolan. “I thought 
about it. But we wanted to offer 
our full services to everybody.” 

However, the agency’s clients 
have been impacted by the belt 
tightening. Now when clients 
come for groceries, they are given 
one packed bag and one bag they 
pack themselves. 

“Some clients have been pretty 
upset about it. Some like it, some 
hate it,” said Paul. “They had to 
make an adjustment. It is good 
they don’t have to make any more 
adjustments.” 


Although upset to see their 
coworkers leave and their own 
salaries reduced, many staffers 
said they support Nolan’s decision 
to hold the agency’s services 
harmless. 

“I think people have very 
mixed emotions. As we are saying 
goodbye to people, they don’t 
want to see people leave. But they 
don’t want to scale back on client 
services,” said Ambrunn. “People 
know it is hard to do, but it is hard 
to watch.” 

For many staffers, their own 
suffering is tempered by seeing 
what their clients face daily. 

“We focus on a very clear mis¬ 
sion. This is about food. Food is 
really clean, clear, and concrete. 
You can see the effects everyday 
on our clients. They come in here 
to get their nourishment,” said Jim 
Illig, the agency’s director of gov¬ 


ernment relations, who has had 
his hours reduced. “We have 800 
active volunteers doing this work. 
That is uplifting. This is a rocky 
time, but I don’t think people are 
going to jump ship.” 

To steady its course, the agency 
is hoping the community will con¬ 
tinue to be supportive and that 
government agencies will not 
make further cuts into its funding. 
Volunteers are being asked to take 
over some of the responsibilities of 
the vacant positions, and the paid 
staff is now doubling up on duties. 

“Any positive words our way 
would be helpful at this point. We 
are all struggling through this,” 
said Paul. “Even if someone says 
‘Have a nice day’ we will appreci¬ 
ate it.”

saac Julien works out of dynamic in-between places. The 
British maker of films and installations works a beautiful, 
fuzzy zone between film and art, between Britain and Amer¬ 
ica, between practices of artist and educator, and, themati¬ 
cally, between S & M. And that’s just the beginning. His work 
relates to ambiguous dialogues about racial, sexual and na¬ 
tional identities. He’s a filmmaker who has literally broken 
down the frame to create multiple-screen installations that 
reflect multiple viewpoints. 

The serious-minded 42-year-old filmmaker seems to ve¬ 
hemently position himself in that different kind of margin. 
“I resist framing around me and my work,” he says straight 
off in a phone interview from his office at Harvard, where 
he’s taught film theory classes with heady titles like “The 
Post-Cinematic in Video Art.” Though he’s often claimed 
by queer and black audiences, there are actually multiple 
facets that can apply. “Mine is very much a dialogue across 


And cultures. “I see myself as a black Diasparian subject, 
in moving-image culture in globalized time.” 

San Franciscans can get a lull dose of his complex, beauti¬ 
ful, widescope vision with The Film Art of Isaac Julien, a survey 
exhibition of cinematic installations, which opens at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts this Saturday, May 4. The show, orga¬ 
nized by Bard Center for Curatorial Studies in New York State, 
includes a number of installations as well as static prints relat¬ 
ed to his moving images. A nearly full retrospective of Julien’s 
films — including his well-known works like Looking for 
Langston and Young Soul Rebels, as well as shorter and more 
experimental projects — will be screened this June in the

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Personal exposure 

Greg Gorman's 'Jus! Between Us' by John F. Karr 


P opular photographer Greg Gorman has un¬ 
wrapped more and more of his personal obsessions 
over the years. Each of his early books of celebrity 
portraits — two eponymous volumes, and then, 
particularly, Inside Life — included a few male 
nudes, and a sample of classic and provocative hustler 
portraiture. His last book, As I See It, took us closer into 
the photographer’s personal life by dropping the celebs 
altogether for a collection of male nudes that was re¬ 
vealing, if not sexually explicit. Now, in Just Between Us 
(Arena Editions, $55), a lengthy study of a single model 
in 240 tritone plates, Gorman takes a plunge into what 
he would like to see as sexual portraiture. 

While envisioning the deluge that’s supposed to fol¬ 
low after, Gorman seems to have forgotten the deluge 
that has come before — work that combines fine art and 
sexuality by photographers both gay and not gay (I sim¬ 
ply cannot assimilate the recent affirmation that Bruce 
Weber is, indeed, heterosexual.) Although Just Between 
Us adds hard-ons and every explicit (solo) sexual activ¬ 
ity to Gorman’s portfolio, I am saddened to find my re¬ 
sponse is the very gay Been There, Done That. 


In the book’s Foreword, Gorman claims that these 
are the photos (and this is nearly verbatim) that will 
overthrow the restrictions that have crippled the realm 
of male nude photography, erase the distinction be¬ 
tween fine art and sexual photography, and overcome 
the restraint that inhibits artists due to viewers’ pruri¬ 
ence. The book’s publicity further claims it is unfettered 
by convention and unmatched for its candor and sexu¬ 
ality. All true, perhaps, if your audience is the reader- 
ship of Vanity Fair. But not at all true for those of us 
who live with the many popular but less mainstream 
artists who for some time now have photographically 
defined obsession and provided a tour of sexuality. 

And isn’t Robert Mapplethorpe mainstream? Many 
of these photos recreate, however unintentionally, clas¬ 
sic Mapplethorpe poses and stylings. There’s the erect 
cock jutting from an open fly; there are genitals on a 
headless torso, and, most peculiarly for one so self-pro- 
claimedly obsessed, the calculated distancing. It shows 
in the printing technique, which is soothing. Just Be¬ 
tween Us is sumptuously printed on thick and roughly

Afghanistan, mon amour 

Kushner's ' Homebody/Kabul' in Berkeley

11 fghanistan is a nuisance,” 

, traveler writer Paul Ther- 
m i oux wrote in 1975. “Even 
the hippies have begun to find it 
intolerable” 

In Tony Kushner’s Home¬ 
body/Kabul, the guidebook that in¬ 
spires a dissatisfied English house¬ 
wife to take off for Afghanistan was 
published in 1965, so you can 
imagine how quaint the informa¬ 
tion. The year is 1998, and this un¬ 
happy dreamer disappears into the 
slightly organized chaos that is 
Kabul. Her meek husband and 
growling daughter set off to find 
her (or her body), as well as some 
answers for her strange journey. 

The newest play from the au¬ 
thor of Angels in America was 
written well before Sept. 11 thrust 
Afghanistan back onto the front 
pages, and has been on Berkeley 
Rep’s schedule nearly a year. Now 
laden with an eye-opening syner¬ 
gy with current events, the play 
paints a country of fear and anger 
that is ready to blow. Kushner also 
provides a history lesson on how 
this inhospitable expanse came to 
be such an explosive place, and 
the results are both intriguing and 
a bit of an endurance test. 

Unlike other contemporary 
playwrights whose motto is lean 


and mean — 90 minutes, no in¬ 
termission, no subplots — Kush¬ 
ner seems to revel in an expansive 
canvas. It takes him three hours 
and 40 minutes spread over three 
acts to unfold his tale, and despite 
his eloquence and insight, bouts 
of restlessness can set in. 

The play actually began as a 
one-act monologue, and the first 
hour or so of Homebody/Kabul 
features Michelle Morain alone 
onstage telling us, in her eccentric, 
polysyllabic way, of how the 1965 
guidebook images of Afghanistan 
provide an illusion of escape. 
Morain, who disappears for the 
remainder of the play, effectively 
handles this difficult discourse. 

Still, it’s something of a relief 
as the set opens up and other 
characters emerge as the father- 
daughter search begins in director 
Tony Taccone’s meaty production. 
They are an oddly unsympathetic 
pair, clearly conflicted in their 
feeling toward this loved one. The 
emotionally paralyzed husband 
never emerges from his hotel 
room, finding solace in the booze 
and drugs that a burnt-out British 
attache can provide. The daughter 
is often angry at her mother, and 
her search comes as much from 
duty as passion. 

Heidi Dippold plays this char¬ 
acter as relentlessly shrill, which 
may be the way it is written, but 


there are times one wishes she 
would just shut up. It’s also hard 
to maintain sympathy for a char¬ 
acter who takes off her burqa for a 
smoke in the middle of Taliban- 
run Kabul. 

Charles Shaw Robinson’s per¬ 
formance as the milquetoast hus¬ 
band comes across as mannered 
at first, but eventually finds a 
comfortable level in his scenes 
with the alcoholic junkie low-level 
diplomat flavorfully played by 
Bruce McKenzie. 

The difficult casting assign¬ 
ment of credibly populating the 
production with a supporting cast 
of Afghani characters is well met 
at Berkeley Rep, notably by Harsh 
Nayyar as a poet who writes in Es¬ 
peranto, Julian Lopez-Morillas as 
the local doctor who proudly de¬ 
scribes in excruciating detail the 
alleged murder of the homebody, 
and Jacqueline Antaramian as an 
intellectual desperate for asylum. 

It is Antaramian’s character 
who speaks a line that can send a 
shudder through an audience. “If 
you love the Taliban so much,” she 
says to an outsider, “bring them to 
New York.” ▼

Triumph with tragedy 

Possokhov's masterful 'Medea' for SFB

I ’m still not sure if Yuri Pos- 
sokhov will emerge as a defin¬ 
itive choreographer in terms 
of pure movement — a Balan¬ 
chine or a Mark Morris who can 
abstract music into gestures that 
make an attentive viewer hear as 
well as see. Yet, in the two works 
he has created for San Francisco 
Ballet, Magrittomania and his new 
Damned, premiered last week — 
he has proved such a master of 
stagecraft that I wish San Francis¬ 
co Opera would hire him, and his 
talented, imaginative designer 
Thyra Hartshorn (who also de¬ 
signed Magrittomania). 

Damned, a pared-down take 
on Euripides’ Medea, made as a 
parting gift for Possokhov’s fre¬ 
quent partner, Joanna Berman, is, 
to put it bluntly, damned good. 
Hartshorn’s contribution is a 
clean, functional stage picture — 
a tortured tree and clumps of 
reeds upstage — that manages to 
be visually attractive as well. 
Kevin Connaughton’s lighting 
and the uncredited special effects 
are prominent in Possokhov’s 
success at telling the story swiftly, 
without halting the flow of dance, 
and telling it in terms that won’t 
make us throw up. 

For Medea is about a woman 
who takes revenge on Jason, the 
man who betrayed her love, by 
killing their two sons and his new 
lover. In Greek tragedy, the gory 
stuff usually takes place off-stage 
and is told to us by a Chorus. Pos- 
sokhov includes a Chorus (a uni¬ 
sex-dressed and -masked corps of 
16 dancers), but he doesn’t flinch 
from showing us Medea’s horrible 
revenge — and the piece is 
stronger for it. Without weaken¬ 
ing the shock value, Possokhov 
manages to make the incineration 
of Jason’s new love, the Princess, 
and the stabbing of Medea’s two 
sons look almost tasteful. 

What a contrast to SFB’s last 
Medea, a melodramatic bog of 
which I remember only Jason 
(Dennis Marshall) mooning the 
audience. In addition to his 
thoughtful stage sensibility and 
aesthetic taste, Possokhov displays 
unfailing musical-dramatic judg¬ 
ment. He quickly erases one’s 
fears that employing Ravel would 
end up as fruitless as Julia Adam’s 


misguided Vivaldi attempt. 
Damned opens with Jason 
(Roman Rykine, looking hunky 
and clueless, the original male 
chauvinist pig; you understand 
exactly why Medea and the 
Princess desire him, and why they 
are going to suffer for their cupid¬ 
ity) dancing rapturously with his 
new love (Yuan-Yuan Tan, delec¬ 
table in a peach-colored chiton.) 
The music is the orchestrated ver¬ 
sion of Ravel’s “Pavane for a Dead 
Princess.” As Keanu Reeves might 
say, “Whoa!” 

Then Roy Bogas plays the 
Concerto in D for the Left Hand 
(Jean-Louis LeRoux conducting), 
and that harsh elegy accompanies 
Medea (Berman in black, with her 
hair bound up in a scarf, looking 
middle-aged and very unhappy) 
first trying to get Jason back, and 
then, realizing that she’s lost him, 
plotting revenge. Stranger in a 
strange land, unable to speak the 
language, having repudiated her 
family (and killed her brother) to 
follow this man who now rejects 
her, Medea displays her “other¬ 
ness” in the midst of a classical, en 
pointe ballet, by dancing like a 
Martha Graham heroine, even in 
toe shoes. Whereas Tan is all ten¬ 
der, balletic voluptuousness, 
Berman’s choreography is 
pelvis-oriented, cramped, ago¬ 
nized. Her thrusting arms end in 
fists; she pounds the stage. It 
should be cliche, but it isn’t. Pos¬ 
sokhov knows his dancer, and she 
delivers the performance of a life¬ 
time. 

Wrung out 

The special effect in which the 
Princess is incinerated by a magic 
cloak given to her by Medea is so 
wonderful I won’t reveal it. Just 
when you think you are not going 
to be able to take the murder of 
the children, Possokhov stages 
that brilliantly, too. By the time 
the “Pavane” returns, now in its 
solo piano version, Jason, the au¬ 
dience and the bereft Medea are 
thoroughly wrung out. It took the 
viewers a few minutes to regain 
their self-possession and rain ap¬ 
plause on the artists. 

What didn’t I like about 
Damned? Very little. Perhaps it is 
too much to expect Jason to stay 
with Martha Graham when he 
can have Yuan-Yuan Tan, and 
nowadays, when mothers regular¬ 


ly off their kids because of 
post-partum depression, domi¬ 
neering husbands or boyfriends 
who find children inconvenient, 
the subject matter itself has lost its 
mythic allure and seems sordid 
and indefensible. I grew up think¬ 
ing of Medea as a feminist hero¬ 
ine, but now she just seems like 
one of those pathetically shallow 
modern women who, driven by 
hormones (or advertising), love 
too well but not wisely. It is to 
Berman’s and Possokhov’s eternal 
credit that their Medea is more 
sinned upon than sinning. 

The rest of the evening, believe 
it or not, lives up to its magnifi¬ 
cent centerpiece. Program VII 
opens with a revival of Helgi 
Tomasson’s Silver Ladders (epony¬ 
mous score by Joan Tower), which 
he made, as coincidence would 
have it, for Tan and Rykine. To see 
them dancing Jason and the 
Princess today, so fluidly and ma¬ 
turely, remembering their some¬ 
what awkward pairing in 1998, is 
to recognize Tomasson’s greatest 
strength as artistic director — his 
ability to spot and nurture talent. 
I always liked Tan, but I wouldn’t 
have given a fig for Rykine’s 
chances; in four years, both have 
improved almost beyond recogni¬ 
tion. 

Their roles in Silver Ladders 
were taken by Lucia Lacarra and 
Cyril Pierre, who danced the hier¬ 
atic central pas de deux with 
much more power and grace than 
the original couple had, though 
one could see in all of Lacarra’s 
movements the influence of Tan’s 
longer, more sinuous line and ex¬ 
otic presence. 

Mark Morris’ Sandpaper Bal¬ 
let (music by Leroy Anderson) 
was repeated for the umpteenth 
time. I can’t get enough of Gon- 
zalo Garcia and Guennadi Ned- 
viguine soaring into the wings; 
Damian Smith and Kristin Long 
rolling over each other, their legs 
a delicious tangle of sensuality; 
James Sofranko and Tina LeBlanc 
dazzling in “Trumpeter’s Lulla¬ 
by”; and Lorena Feijoo as the 
snottiest of the three divas. Time 
for someone to make a sassy, so¬ 
phisticated contemporary ballet 
just for her. ▼

Mother & child reunion 


Olympia Dukakis returns to SF in ACT play

| lympia Dukakis, a vibrant 

; I- performer and a down-to- 
iMP earth woman, has been 
worrying lately about money. 
“Since the [averted] actors’ strike 
and writers’ strike and then Sept. 
11, there has been very little 
work,” the Oscar-winner said. “I 
do do things for the money, but 
there’s been very little of that.” 

Doing theater in San Francis¬ 
co, even at a big-budget operation 
like ACT, is not one of the things 
Dukakis does for money. But she’s 
back with the company for the 
fourth time, this time in Michel 
Tremblay’s For the Pleasure of See¬ 
ing Her Again. She plays the 
happy-memory version of a play¬ 
wright’s mother, characters who 
bear intentional resemblance to 
Tremblay and his late mother. 

Tremblay, an openly gay 
French-Canadian playwright, is 
heralded in his own country, but 
is barely known here. Dukakis is 
one of those who have known of 
Tremblay, and she once champi¬ 
oned him to ACT’s Carey Perloff 
when she ran the Classic Stage 
Company in New York. 

When it was decided to post¬ 
pone a new translation of Gorky’s 
The Mother, with Dukakis an¬ 
nounced for the title role, Perloff 
suggested For the Pleasure of See¬ 
ing Her Again. Dukakis was quick¬ 
ly onboard, and she begins per¬ 
formances May 4 at the Geary 
Theater. 

“It’s such a gem of a play,” she 
said. “What makes my character 
special is her imagination, her 
ability to enter into imaginary cir¬ 
cumstances and create scenarios 
in order to make a point. I think 
Tremblay wrote this, as the title 
says, for the pleasure of seeing her 
again, enjoying her idiosyncrasies 
and acknowledging the contribu¬ 
tion she made to him.” 

Tremblay presents his memo¬ 
ries in a series of conversations 
between mother and son (played 
by Marco Barricelli) that span the 
decades. As the boy becomes a 
man, there are subtle references to 
his gayness that suggest a linger¬ 
ing discomfort with this reality 
for his mother. 

“She’s very worried about 
what’s going to happen to him, 
how his life will turn out,” 


Dukakis said. “She doesn’t want 
him in the theatre, because she 
says they are all fairies. She doesn’t 
say that in the play, but he’s writ¬ 
ten a book about his early experi¬ 
ences and I was just reading it. So 
part of the reason for this play is 
to let his mother know that he’s 
okay.” 

Late bloomer 

Dukakis herself has two sons 
and a daughter, raised in Mont¬ 
clair, NJ, where she and husband 
Louis Zorich were operating a 
theater company when she was 
cast as Cher’s mother in Moon¬ 
struck. The ensuing Academy 
Award led to a whole new late- 
blooming career that has includ¬ 
ed all three editions of the Tales in 
the City series. 

“ Tales of the City is a big one 
for me,” she said of the TV adap¬ 
tation of the Maupin novels. “I 
just love that material. I love the 
part, with all her dualities and 
contradictions.” 

A fourth program is in the 
works, and Dukakis will return to 
the role of Anna Madrigal, the 
motherly, pot-smoking transsex¬ 
ual landlady at 28 Barbary Lane. 
“I’m not even in the fourth book,” 
she said, “but Armistead is going 
to write me in. I keep asking for 
romance, and he says he’ll do it, 
and then he has me have this brief 
little interlude with a man who 
turns out to be my father!” 

When Tales of the City made its 
debut on PBS eight years ago, its 
matter-of-fact depiction of gay 
characters, giddy embrace of pot¬ 
smoking, and general celebration 
of life outside the boundaries cre¬ 
ated a passionate following. It also 
caused consternation in other 
quarters, leading a squeamish PBS 
to let Showtime take over the sub¬ 
sequent sequels. 

“It was banned and defiled and 
pixilated all over the country,” 
Dukakis said. “But it was breaking 
ground, asking people to look at 
gay men and women as human 
beings struggling to Find them¬ 
selves and to find happiness. What 
a shocking thought.” 

Playing Mrs. Madrigal did 
come at a price for Dukakis. “I 
was working with a speakers’ bu¬ 
reau,” she said, “and because of 
the show, there were people who 
were not interested in my coming 
to speak. It affected my money¬ 


making.” 

In the past year or so, Dukakis 
has done a couple of art-house 
films and played the title role in 
King Lear at a theater in Massa¬ 
chusetts. She has gone up twice 
for television series that would 
have helped subsidize these labors 
of love. 

“I went down to the line with 
them, but I didn’t get the shows. I 
was considered too much for the 
material, too overpowering. I think 
I’m not vanilla enough.” She did 
turn down one proffered sitcom 
“because it was just not good.” 

The talk of auditioning for a 
television series led the conversa¬ 
tion to Elaine Stritch, another 
non-vanilla performer, and her 
Broadway show that Dukakis has 
already seen three times. In the 
one-woman show, Stritch bluntly 
describes how she “fucked up” her 
audition for The Golden Girls, for 
the role that must have gone to 
Bea Arthur. By insulting the series’ 
creator at their first meeting, 
Stritch ruefully remembered get¬ 
ting off that gravy train even be¬ 
fore it had even left the station. 

“I don’t think in the end she 
regrets it, because it would have 
changed her life,” Dukakis said. 
“Look at the things she got to do 
because she didn’t do the series, 
and the stuff Bea Arthur didn’t get 
to do because of that. You can see 
the difference if you see Bea 
Arthur’s [one-woman] show. You 
can see how she just got wiped 
out.” 


The 70-year-old Dukakis 
shows no signs of getting wiped 
out, and her current assignment 
for ACT is a case in point. “I like 
to do things that really scare me, 
like this play scares me,” she said. 
“I guess it makes you feel more 


the quick of life.

deduced from the names of the 
premieres’ creators — Doug 
Holsclaw, Sara Moore, John Fish¬ 
er, Johari Jabir, Kate Bornstein, 
and Ronnie Larsen — all of 
whom have followings of various 
shapes and sizes for their queerly 
original work. 

Holsclaw, Rhino’s artistic di¬ 
rector, figures a season of world 
premieres befits a theater getting 
ready to celebrate its 25th an¬ 
niversary. “It’s kind of commemo¬ 
rative,” Holsclaw said, “because 
we’ve always been a place where 
gays and lesbians have been able 
to develop new work.” 

He knows whereof he speaks. 
Theatre Rhino staged his play The 
Last Hairdresser in 1997, and his 
new play Knuckles and Crunch will 
close out the current season be¬ 
ginning May 9. Holsclaw will then 
return in September with Hairsto- 
ry, a piece he describes as “A Cho¬ 
rus Line about hair.” 

Holsclaw is teaming with Jo- 
hari Jabir, director of For Colored 
Boys..., for this monologue and 
song revue based on interviews 
with gays and lesbians about their 
hair. “We’ve been talking to peo¬ 
ple from different ethnic back¬ 
grounds,” he said. “It’s going to be 
a fun show, but people do have 
very strong feelings about their 
hair, and there are larger state¬ 
ments to be found.” 

Show Ho, arriving in 
early November, is writ¬ 
ten, directed, and per¬ 
formed by the versatile 
Sara Moore. Moore 
plays 30 characters for 
whom the stage is an 
addiction and who have 
thus earned the epony¬ 
mous nickname. 

“Sara did Co-de- 
pendant Space Alien 
Lesbian Seeks Same 
in our Studio last year,” Holsclaw 
said, “and I was so blown away by 
her that I called her up and said, 
‘Let’s do something.’ She came 
back with her ideas.” 

Writer-director John Fisher 
(Medea - the Musical) returns to 
Theatre Rhino in January for a 
third consecutive season. Amne¬ 
sia, his new play, is about a music 
critic so traumatized by a bad per¬ 
formance of Tosca that he loses his 
memory — including the fact that 
he is gay. 

“I’ve been trying to find the 
right way to describe it,” Holsclaw 
said. “It’s Sixth Sense meets some¬ 
thing. I still haven’t figured out 
the ‘something.’” 

March will bring the premiere 
of Kate Bornstein’s Strangers in 
Paradox, a play described as “Dr. 
Kervorkian meets Thelma and 
Louise.” The multimedia play 
about lesbian serial killers (but 
only of those who ask for it) was 
postponed from the current sea¬ 
son in the skittishness that fol¬ 
lowed Sept. 11. 

Holsclaw isn’t sure yet how he 
will officially present the title of 
Ronnie Larsen’s new play, opening 
in May 2003. For the moment, he’s

spelling it C*S*: A Love Story. “Be¬ 
sides,” he said, “with Ronnie, the 
title can change a million times. 
There’s lots of drama on stage and 
off whenever Ronnie’s 
around.” 

Larsen’s new play, 
based on a true story of 
Marines caught acting 
in gay porn, continues 
his explorations of porn 
and sex that have in¬ 
cluded Making Porn, 10 
Naked Men, and A 
Few Gay Men. “I 
think it’s easy to 
write Ronnie off 
and say he just does that porno 
stuff,” Holsclaw said, “except that 
he’s a pretty good writer and a 
pretty good actor, and his materi¬ 
al is pretty insightful.” 

Theatre Rhino is also continu¬ 
ing the recent tradition of pre¬ 
senting a high-profile gay or les¬ 
bian comic at the Victoria Theatre 
for a short run. For the upcoming 
season, it will be Kate Clinton per¬ 
forming her show You Look Like 
You Need a Laugh on Sept. 27-28.

Crunch time 

Doug Holsclaw’s aforemen¬ 
tioned Knuckles and Crunch, 
opening next week at Theatre 
Rhino, takes its inspiration from 
the odd-couple pairing of two 
drifters in John Steinbeck’s Of 
Mice and Men. But instead of De¬ 
pression-era itinerant workers, 
Holsclaw has turned the protago¬ 
nists into a couple of lost souls 
who wind up working at a seedy 
gay bar and disco in Columbus, 
Ohio in 1978.

Garrin Benfield's urban blues

T here have been times in the 
last couple of years,” says 
Garrin Benfield, the bluesy 
young San Francisco singer/song¬ 
writer, “when I’ve felt like there 
couldn’t be one more thing that 
was up in the air, that was unde¬ 
cided or ungrounded. I was just 
floating around in all of these ele¬ 
ments.” 

It’s a classic blues sentiment, 
and goes a long way toward ex¬ 
plaining the dark beauty of Ben- 
field’s bittersweet new album, 
Nowhere is Brighter (Eighth Note 
Records), a semi-thematic work 
born out of the tensions of love 
and life in the urban gay world. 
Benfield gives vent to a lot of the 
hard knots of being in a relation¬ 
ship where boundaries are ever- 
dissolving and reforming. 

“I’ll be really angry, really 
dark,” Benfield says in anticipa¬ 
tion of his CD release concert at 
the Great American Music Hall 
on Thursday, May 9. “That’s gen¬ 
erally the space I’m in when I’m 
writing.” He hopes the end prod¬ 
uct doesn’t come across as bitter 
or jaded, “but that’s sort of what 
inspires me to create, getting into 
those spaces.” 

When he stops writing and 
starts playing, it’s a whole differ¬ 
ent tune. To hear Benfield play live 
is to rise above petty cares, to float 
dreamily on the waves of his 
voice, sweetly seductive even as it 


cries of loneliness. That voice’s 
distinctive, plaintive quality is 
what draws people into Benfield’s 
musical world of introspective 
pop songs and urban folk narra¬ 
tives. 

The collected songs are mas¬ 
terfully performed by Benfield 
and his core band members, Ricky 
Fataar on drums and James 
“Hutch” Hutchison on bass, along 
with a star-studded line-up of 
contributing musicians, including 
Benfield’s famous pal Boz Scaggs 
on guitar, longtime collaborator 
Michael Rodriguez on keyboards 
and vocals, Julie Wolf of Ani 
DiFranco fame on B-3 Organ and 
vocals, Bonnie Raitt collaborator 
John Cleary on honky-tonk 
piano, and Charlie Gillingham of 
Counting Crows on B-3 Organ. 
The result is an album of great 
stylistic variety, with zero glitches 
either in artistry or engineering, 
demonstrating the truth of the 
old adage that the best art is cre¬ 
ated not in times of contentment 
or elation, but in the down times. 

“I just feel so much I’ve lost my 
sense of you,” Benfield sings in 
“Lonely Journey,” a lush, bassy, 
guitar-driven lament at not being 
able to extract from love all its 
possibilities. His voice sweeps 
across plains like the wind rolling 
tumbleweeds. “Won’t you take me 
away from here?” he pleads, and 
when the voice rises into country- 
western wailing, in the distance 
you can almost hear coyotes 
howling. 


Soulful regrets 

The album, engineered and 
mixed by Rodriguez, takes Ben¬ 
field’s bluesy vocals and guitar¬ 
playing, adds a country twang, 
brightens it all up with infectious 
pop melodies, gives it extra 
oomph with the classy line-up of 
collaborating musicians, and 
sends it cascading one glorious 
song after another down a water¬ 
fall of deep soulful regrets. 

“Nothing that I saw on your 
face/Told me which way to go,” 
Benfield sings in “To Know,” the 
inscrutability of his lover gnawing 
at him. But the beat and catchy 
tune, plus the vocal harmonies 
with Wolf, give the song a happy- 
go-lucky air. If love gets you 
down, sing a happy tune and all is 
well, at least on the outside. 

In “I Swear,” Benfield says he’s 
looking for “the kind of love that 
dares speak my name.” This snap¬ 
py Beatles-esque number, with 
Gillingham on B-3 Organ, fades 
out gracefully, leaving us ponder¬ 
ing a key phrase: “What I’m look¬ 
ing for/Is someone to receive me.” 

In “The Sense That I Get,” a 
straight-up blues number, Ben¬ 
field employs both acoustic and 
electric guitar riffs to urge his in¬ 
decisive lover to “hurry up and 
make up your mind/Before the 
door closes on us both.” Scaggs 
sits in on this one, playing a mean 
second guitar solo. 

What most distinguishes 
“Home” — another of Benfield’s 
wind-swept songs, evoking rocky 


shores far from home — is its res¬ 
onating percussion, a deeply re¬ 
verberating drone, like rumbling 
thunder. “When we recorded it, 
we set up a timed delay,” says Ben¬ 
field, so that drummer Ricky Fa¬ 
taar “is hitting one note, and it’s 
reverberating.” 

The saddest-sounding, most 
gorgeous song on the album is 


also the simplest. “Nowhere,” the 
title song, has lyrics of only a few 
words: “Nowhere is brighter,” 
hauntingly sung to the strains of 
Benfield’s mesmerizing finger¬ 
picking. What he likes about the 
song is its darkness and lightness 
colliding. “It could be,” he says,

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Surfing on dry land 

Beach boys turned pioneer skateboarders in 'Dogtown and Z-Boys'

■IP he new documentary film 
Dogtown and Z-Boys, open- 
i ing Friday, begins in a typi¬ 
cal California beach town and de¬ 
scribes how a motley crew of 
surf-bums figures out how to put 
wheels under their boards so 
they can soar across dry land, 
using the landscape as an actual 
dreamscape. Their destination, 
ironically enough, was the great¬ 
est of all California dreams, the 
kidney-shaped swimming pool, 
empty of course. Only in LA. 

Well, not LA proper. Stacy 
Peralta, the film’s director, says, 
“The film begins where we all 
grew up, a place called South 
Santa Monica/Ocean Park and 
Venice, which is nicknamed Dog¬ 
town. It was basically a rundown 
beach resort in the 70s that once 
had a heyday in the ’40s as a kind 
of Coney Island of the West.” 
Born in 1957, Peralta was so 
good at what he was, a teenage 
skateboarder, that he retired at 19 
to become a maker, first of skate¬ 
boards, and then of films about 
the boys who still ride them. 

He explains that skateboard¬ 
ing resulted from the natural 
conditions of California surfing. 
“Because you can surf only in the 
early morning hours in the LA 
area, because of the wind that 
blows the waves out in the after¬ 
noon, we would spend the rest of 
our days skateboarding.” The 
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“we” Peralta speaks of were the 
“Z-Boys,” the shaggy-haired 
teenage boys (and one girl) who 
hung out at the Zephyr Produc¬ 
tion Surf Shop, where owner Jeff 
Ho and staff made custom boards 
in the back. The establishment 
became the de facto clubhouse for 
an ethnically diverse crew of 
beach-slum boys who at first dab¬ 
bled with the newfangled skate¬ 
boards as way of improving their 
surfing prowess. 

Because we’ve all grown blas£ 
from endless summers in search 
of the perfect wave, Dogtown and 
Z-Boys actually takes flight when 
the shaggy creatures crawl out of 
the water and start exploring the 
local terrain. “Because of the ge¬ 
ographical layout of Los Angeles, 
built on a series of hills and 
mountains, there were all these 
playgrounds with asphalt waves 
built to level out the fields, so we 
used those asphalt waves as if 
they-were waves in the ocean to 
skateboard on.” 

Empty pools 

The worst drought in 100 
years hit LA in the early 70s. Per¬ 
alta recalls the natural disaster 
combining with all the other odd 
conditions to produce a kind of 
“disharmonic convergence” that 
would propel the Z-Boys and 
their LA brethren to the top of 
the new world of skateboarding. 
“The city government was so 
strict with water-rationing that 
they prohibited people from fill¬ 
ing their pools. LA is the world’s 
capital for swimming pools, es¬ 
pecially the kind of pools that 
Hollywood actors liked, which 
were these big, sensuously- 
shaped kidney and peanut [- 
shaped] bowls. So we had access 
to terrain that kids nowhere in 
the world had, and it gave us an 
evolutionary leap in developing 
this sport first.” 

If anyone can lay claim to 
being the father of the modern 
“vertical” style of skateboarding, 
it is Tony Alva. Hardcore for the 
sport by the age of 5, Alva de¬ 
scribes how pool-surfing put the 
Z-Boys in a special zone. “As 
soon as we started skating in 
empty pools, we knew we were 
pushing to another level, because 
there were things that we knew 
were possible, like hitting the lip 
of the pool doing a 180 turn on 
one wheel. We were laying down 
the basic fundamentals for verti¬ 
cal skateboarding.” 

Alva, clinging to his board, 


passing over the lip of a bone-dry 
pool, was deliriously happy, a fact 
attested to by the truly spectacu¬ 
lar home movies and still photos 
taken of him, like an extreme- 
sport Nijinsky, only this time we 
are there in the dark, gasping at 
the sight of the dream fulfilled. 

In case you think the Nijinsky 
analogy is a bit much, Peralta and 
the surviving Z-Boys very much 
think of themselves as represent¬ 
ing a boy vanguard of e-sport 
culture that is as demanding as 
classical or modern dance. “Al¬ 
though we didn’t get a lot of sup¬ 
port from society and our par¬ 
ents, we put a lot of years into 
this. Style and how you presented 
yourself on your skateboard, how 
you carried your body, your hand 
position was so important. That 
was the only way you were recog¬ 
nized as being good. Tony would 
go up to the top of these 20-foot 
banks and be like crossfooting 
his board. He’s like a matador in 
a vicious situation.” 

Dogtown and Z-Boys mostly 
accentuates the positive, but 
there are hints of dark rides ex¬ 
perienced by some of the Z-Boys 
— especially Jay Adams, who, at 
13, was carving out his niche as a 
kind of Mozart of the board, 
while never relaxing into the big 
corporate endorsements that 
would make many teen skater 
stars rich and famous. “The cur¬ 
rent of life that ran through him 
was bigger than he could contain. 
Jay never approached skate¬ 
boarding as a profession, but as 
something he loved doing he 
wanted to be good at. When it 
became a professional activity, it 
just didn’t meld with his sensibil¬ 
ity, and he kind of got run over 
by the whole thing.” 

A collector of socially under¬ 
valued skills, Adams, a young, 
brown-skinned, blond-haired 
“surf-nazi,” would curse out guys 
twice his age and size, chuck a 
dirt clod two blocks to smash a 
store light, and scream taunts at 
men and women, attracting 
crowds that Alva feared would 
get them all beaten to a pulp. 
Alva remembers Adams as more 
Johnny Rotten than Mozart, 
with an almost preternatural 
athleticism allowing him to run 
the gamut of board moves: “360 
aerials off jump-ramps, tail 
grabs, fast plants, inverts,” all the 
cool stuff that is currently win¬ 
ning big money and Olympic 
gold for a new generation of 
skate- and snowboarders. T

But she plays one in 'Hollywood Ending'

1 anhattan’s Drake Hotel is 
in celebrity overdrive. A 
1 very pregnant Tea Leoni 
and a very tan, tight-skinned 
George Hamilton are scurrying 
one way. Butch Treat Williams 
and director-turned-actor Mark 
(On Golden Pond) Rydell stalk an¬ 
other. Then Woody Allen, with a 
very black pair of eyeglass frames 
resting on his nose, shows up 
looking a bit puzzled. 

This is the cast of Hollywood 
Ending, the new Woody Allen 
comedy, his best in years. That’s 
enough reason to celebrate and 
get your notepads out. 

But the person the press is sali¬ 
vating for is Will & Grace’s 5’8” 
Debra Messing. Five years ago, 
they wouldn’t have touched her 
with a 10-foot feather. Even after 
starring roles in the critically ac¬ 
claimed, little-seen TV series Ned 
and Stacey and the less-cheered- 
for sci-fier Prey, plus a small part 
in McHale’s Navy, she was small 
potatoes. Messing was not even 
worthy of a blip on People’s com¬ 
puter screens. 

Now forget it. She’s a star, and 
everyone wants to mess with 
Messing. Even after appearing as 
Mary Magdalene in TV’s Jesus 
(the Catholic take on Will & 


Grace ) or Richard Gere’s wife in 
the horrid The Mothman Prophe¬ 
cies, her appeal hasn’t dimmed. 

Surprisingly, after the hun¬ 
dreds of interviews Messing has 
given since she acquired all this 
Top-10-TV-series-inspired atten¬ 
tion, her enthusiasm for the press 
hasn’t deflated. 

Looking stunning in the tight¬ 
est of jeans — she’s much more 
glamorous in person than on 
camera — Messing sat herself 
down and immediately said of her 
Hollywood Ending experience: “I 
loved it. I had the time of my life.” 

Her character Lori is the semi¬ 
brainless girlfriend of a down- 
and-out film director (Allen) who 
goes psychosomatically blind on 
his last big break. 

“Lori’s ditzy. She’s over 20,” 
Messing shares. “I guess if you have 
to characterize her, you would say 
she’s a ditz. More of a ditz than a 
bimbo, because I don’t think she 
has any malice, or that she is nec¬ 
essarily using her body to get 
ahead. She just has a very simple 
view of the world and about her 
place in the world. She’s sure she’s 
going to be the next Julia Roberts.” 

Public service 

Messing’s own world view is a 
bit more complex. Acting-wise, 
she wouldn’t mind being the next 
I Diane Keaton. Politically, she’s an 


activist. “It’s very important to me 
to speak out,” she says about her 
public service announcements for 
gay causes. “I mean, it’s a privi¬ 
lege. Will & Grace has given me 
the opportunity to do these things 
just by virtue of the nature of 
what our show is about, and I 
have so many gay friends. I also 
had very important gay teachers 
who either have passed away from 
AIDS, or who have had horrible 
acts of prejudice committed 
against them. 

“Plus my parents throughout 
my entire life,” she continues, 
“have been deeply involved in the 
community, in giving back. Their 
motto: ‘Do what you can to help 
if you are lucky enough to be able 
to help in any way that you can.’ 
So if speaking is going to bring at¬ 
tention to raising money for AIDS 
research, then it’s a privilege for 
me to be able to do that. Or for 
the Human Rights Campaign.” 

Taking a breath, Messing adds, 
“I mean, it can’t be all about me 
me me all the time. I could easily 
be living in the East Village doing 
theatre where I’m not being paid a 
dime and be just as happy. I hap¬ 
pen to be very lucky and making a 
living, so I want to be able to give 
back if I can. If there is anything 
that’s great about celebrity, it’s 
that you can help shine a light on 
really important things that are 


Pianist’s psychodrama 

'The Piano Teacher" plays the Castro

| he late Billy Wilder was once 
quoted as saying that he had 
learned most of what he 
knew about human nature on the 
streets of Vienna, and precious lit¬ 
tle of that was good. German- 
born director Michael Haneke 
seems bent on vindicating 
Wilder’s sour take on the strudel 
capital with an almost clinical 
study of a May/September ro¬ 
mance that goes horribly awry. 

In the opening scenes of The 
Piano Teacher, opening Friday at 
the Castro, the title character Erika 
(Isabelle Huppert) is living what 
used to be called a life of quiet des¬ 
peration. A well-regarded profes¬ 
sor at the Vienna Music Conserva¬ 
tory, Erika, in her early 40s, shares 
a cluttered flat with her aging 
busybody of a mother (Annie Gi- 
rardot, who brings a ditzy intensi¬ 
ty to the proceedings.) Mom acts 
like a police desk sergeant who 
wants an almost hourly updating 
of her daughter’s whereabouts be¬ 
tween work and home. 

When Erika lamely replies that 
she took a three-hour walk, mom 
goes ballistic and, rummaging 
through Erika’s purse, pulls out a 
new designer dress and rips it to 
shreds. After a spirited bout of 
slapping and hair-pulling, the duo 
settles in for dinner, having 
proven, as mom puts it, that 
“We’re a hot-blooded family.” 

What Erika does in those three 
hours between school and mom is 
a tad on the creepy side, not be¬ 
cause of what she does, but how 
she does it. She appears to be the 
only female customer at a bright¬ 
ly-lit porno arcade that would 
probably win kudos from Susie 
Bright, but which Erika treats like

a trip to the dentist. Erika cruises 
through the aisles of a drive-in 
movie spying on sexually engaged 
couples, and later slices her geni¬ 
tals in the tub with a razor while 
mom cooks. 

The most depressing part of 
Erika’s life is the piano-teaching 
part. She has clearly lost the zest 
for her students, and in fact de¬ 
votes a considerable effort to cruel 
if not outright despicable acts at 
their expense. Running into an 
adolescent pupil at the porn shop, 
Erika brushes off his embarrassed 
apology with the curt, “Are you 
sorry for being a pig?” 

But then love walks in, and 
things really go to hell. A talented 
young pianist, Walter (the devil¬ 
ishly handsome Benoit Magimel), 
shares Erika’s taste for Schubert 
and asks to be her student. Calling 
Walter’s piano technique histrion¬ 
ic, Erika gets him where she really 
wants him, outside a women’s 
rest-room toilet stall. 

Unlike Bertolucci in Last Tango 
in Paris or Lynch in Blue Velvet, 


Michael Haneke does not seem to 
feel that a serious walk on the wild 
side of the libido should involve 
much pleasure for the audience. 
Walter and Erika’s very physical 
affair is intense, at times almost 
unwatchable, and yet curiously 
detached despite a considerable 
ramping up of sexual violence. 
Haneke, desiring a very internal¬ 
ized performance, has Huppert 
display a small range of emotion 
(had he wanted more Beethoven 
and less Schubert, he might have 
chosen Huppert’s rival Isabelle 
Adjani). Our sympathies lie with 
Magimel, who imbues Walter 
with a range of feeling that lets us 
fully identify with a man who, if 
not the innocent partner of this 
car wreck, at least reveals a capac¬ 
ity for love, empathy, sanity and a 
sense of humor. Walter is left with 
the male version of Isabella 
Rossellini’s lament in Blue Velvet, 
“He put his disease in me!” 

The climax of The Piano 
Teacher may please those with seri¬ 
ously unresolved mother issues. ▼

substantive that should be ad¬ 
dressed socially.” 

As for the next season of Will 
& Grace, “There will be more of 
an ease. Much more confidence 
for everyone. With the writers, 
with the actors, with everyone, we 
understand the characters’ world 
now. It’s not a matter of finding it 
any more. We know the comic 
voice. In the early seasons, the ef¬ 
fort was about discovering that 


voice. Now the writers have a 
good sense of how each of us can 
contribute to the show. That’s just 
luck. It’s just luck that we have a 
writing staff that’s smart and gen¬ 
erous as they are.” 

And it’s just luck that we have 
Debra Messing on our side. ▼

Erotic fantasy 

If there’s a viewpoint that 
Julien claims openly, it’s a self-de¬ 
scribed vein of “art with some 
kind of social purpose with a 
strong visual aesthetic.” In the 
gallery exhibition, this comes 
through in pieces like The Atten¬ 
dant, a 1993 short work which 
was the first of his films to be re¬ 
worked for multi-screened gallery 
context. It explores themes of cul¬ 
tural position, racial and sexual 
identity, as well as the power of art 
as it follows the erotic fantasies of 
various visitors to a British muse¬ 
um, including literati cameos by 
novelist Hanif Kureshi and cul¬ 
tural theorist Stuart Hall. 

The sound of whips cracking 
recurs in that film installation, and 
that sound — and images of 
bondage that appear in Trussed, a 
languid series of moments of in¬ 
terracial gay coupling, leather- 
strap adjusting, and a handsome 
black man in a wheelchair — bring 
to mind issues of trust and loss, 
perhaps to AIDS. There’s always a 
lush, non-narrative quality that 
lends itself to alternative notions of 
presentation — these works don’t 
necessarily work best with seated 
audiences in a movie theater. Now 
his lushly composed visions can be 
entered and experienced in deep¬ 
er, more immersive dimensions. 

His most recent work, The 
Long Road to Mazatlan (1999), is a 


choreographed dance between 
two Texas cowboys (the piece was 
made while in residence at Art- 
Pace, a San Antonio-based art 
foundation.) Using three abutted 
projections, Julien gorgeously em¬ 
ulates Cinemascopic representa¬ 
tions of the West, and all the 
myths of manifest destiny and 
machismo that go with it. The in¬ 
stallation is a Texas two-step ex¬ 
pressing yearning between a Latin 
and a white man, with evocative 
moments set in a rodeo ring, a 
sultry swimming hole, a mariachi 
barroom, and a dusty back road 
inhabited by a gaggle of drag 
queenish showgirls. 

While there’s definitely a gay 
edge to all these works, Julien’s ac¬ 
tually quite critical of the gay 
read. “Innovation has been some¬ 
what lacking in queer culture,” he 
says. “Queer people who go to my 
exhibition will get a lot out of that 
work. They will experience some¬ 
thing that will have a deep rela¬ 
tionship to their subjectivity. It 
will be an experience.” 

“Isaac’s work is at once terribly 
cerebral and terribly lush,” says 
Robert Reid-Pharr, author of Black 
Gay Man: Essays, and sometime 
film critic. “After you see one of his 
films or installations, you leave 
with your head full of ideas, and 
somewhat surprising tingling in 
the naughty regions of the body.” 

Perhaps for those reasons and 
others, Julien has become a semi¬ 
nal figure in black art and queer 
art movements. “He is an incred¬ 
ibly prolific, complex, daring and 
ever-evolving artist,” says film¬ 
maker Thomas Allen Harris. “His 
work has and continues to alter 
the dialogue around race, desire, 
sexuality and representation. He 


has been a mentor, and dare I say 
role model, to many artists.” 

Though he hasn’t given up on 
single-channel works — Badasssss 
Cinema, his documentary on 
Blacksploitation films of the 
1970s, will air on the Independent 
Film Channel this fall — it’s his 
installations that have excited him 
and the art world. Last year, he 
was short-listed for the Turner 
Prize, the prestigious British art 
award, which was presented by 
the British transplant now re¬ 
ferred to as Madge. 

“I met Madonna,” he laughs, 
revealing an easily-reached sense 
of levity and humor. He explains 
it was at a cocktail party she threw 
for the Turner runners-up. “She 
was quite cool,” he says, meaning 
the hip usage of the term. While 
he seems more academic than 
starstruck, he’s cognizant of the 
pop diva’s activities. “She was 
aware of my work before, when I 
made Soul Rebels she was invited 
to come to the party I had with 
Gaultier, she wore a Young Soul 
Rebels T-shirt. I know she saw 
Looking for Langston.” Even so, he 
has mixed, in-between feelings 
about her involvement with the 
art prize. “With the Madonna-iza- 
tion of the prize, all the artists 
were eclipsed.” He goes on with 
other salient observations of the 
precarious intersection of high art 
and popular culture, but as with 
his work, knows when to turn off 
the theory and appreciate levity 
and pleasure. “The Madonna ex¬ 
perience was a lot of fun, I can’t 
say that it wasn’t.” ▼

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Putting the story back in history

j ost of us, when faced with 
| an irritant, find a way to 
I dispose of it. The oyster, 
of course, faced with the same 
problem, makes a pearl. In the 
same way, most of us, faced with 
an unconnected bit of history, dis¬ 
regard it, or at most, save it for 
party conversation. Most of us, of 
course, are not Emma Donoghue, 
the novelist ( Slammerkin ) and 
historian (We Are Michael Field). 
Discovering the odd historical 
tidbit, Donoghue asks not only, 
“What really happened?” but also, 
“What if?” 

“Over the last 10 years,” she ex¬ 
plains, “I have often stumbled 
over a scrap of history so fascinat¬ 
ing that I had to stop whatever I 
was doing and write a story about 
it.” The result is an extraor¬ 
dinary collection of fic¬ 
tions that are also 
true. The Woman 
Who Gave Birth to 
Rabbits (Harcourt, 

$24) is unques¬ 
tionably a pearl of 
great worth. 

Donoghue 
uses language with the care of a 
poet, making each word count. 
Consider a moment in “Come, 
Gentle Night,” when newlyweds 
Effie and John pass through Bir- 
nam Wood, “where John coughs 
and blows his nose for some time, 
in preparation for quoting Mac¬ 
beth.” 

In that brief description we 
know everything about John, 
who, one imagines, couldn’t pass 
Elsinore without quoting Hamlet, 
either, and feel ineffable sympathy 
for Effie, trapped with so pedan¬ 
tic a husband. “Cured” is a terrify¬ 
ing tale of medical butchery mas¬ 
querading as health care. “The 
Last Rabbit” explores the story of 
Mary Toft, who convinced half 
the population of England that 
she did, in fact, give birth to rab¬ 




bits. Each story includes a brief 
note explaining where Donoghue 
discovered the kernel of fact that 
blossomed into fiction. Drawing 
on these facts, plus her 
own extensive 
knowledge of the 
periods, Donoghue 
creates vivid worlds 
in miniature, complex 
characters in a per¬ 
fectly turned 
phrase, and she 
invites us into 
these worlds to 
consider what might have been. 
The Woman Who Gave Birth to 
Rabbits is a great collection of sto¬ 
ries, even richer in the rereading. 

From the sublime... 

... to the considerably less so. 
Holy Hell (Alyson, $13.95) is a 
first novel by Elizabeth Sims. My 
guess is that somewhere around 
book three in the Lillian Byrd se¬ 
ries, Sims will have written a com¬ 
pelling mystery. Book one, alas, is 
too unformed to qualify as com¬ 
pelling; its characters are too close 
to stereotypes to be entirely be¬ 
lievable. 

Lillian Byrd is a reporter for a 
weekly newspaper, given to re¬ 
sponding without thinking, as 
when she stabs the son of the 
publisher. Granted, he was

brighter place, and that’s sort of 
where I choose to reside.” 

Brightness falls 

Some of the fairy-tale glow 
that has enveloped Benfield’s life 
and career up to now — scores of 
friends and fans have taken inspi¬ 
ration from Benfield’s longterm 
relationship with photographer 
Joshua Smith — has given way to 
a less carefree, more guarded spir¬ 
it. While lovers’ bliss was the hall¬ 
mark of Benfield’s debut album, 
Living a Dream, now you get more 
of the struggle and estrangement. 
The overall impact is positive: The 
blush of innocent youth has 
faded, leaving a more confident, 
subtly expressive artist. 

“I don’t really have a sense of 
who my audience is,” says Ben¬ 
field, but clearly he’s touching a 
universal chord. On tour with 
blues-master Scaggs last fall, play¬ 
ing to large crowds at Napa Valley 
wineries, Benfield found much 
appreciation from members of 
the gray-haired set, but just as 
much enthusiasm from college 
and nightclub crowds. Certainly 
he’s popular in San Francisco 
among fellow gay and lesbian 
singer/songwriters, as he’s had a 
slew of artists play at the “GLBT 
Songwriters Series” he hosts 
monthly at Bazaar Cafe, a bastion 
of folk music in the Richmond

“Before I die,” says Benfield, 
having just come from a Crosby, 
Stills, Nash, and Young concert at 
the giant Compaq Center in San 
Jose, “I want the experience of 
playing to 30,000 people.” In the 
midst of the audience, he kept 
looking at the stage and saying to 
himself, “I could do that.” 

Indeed he could. He’s a shoo- 
in for the big time. And who does 
he most want to play with before 
those 30,000 people? 

“Well,” Benfield replies in a 
blink, “I’m just looking forward to 



fondling her, and she only stabbed 
him in the ass a little, but still — is 
this a person you’d want to inves¬ 
tigate a series of murders? 

Fired by the publisher, but not 
charged with assault for reasons 
unknown, Lillian decides to work 
as a freelance writer (that’s where 
the big bucks are), and inquires 
into the murder of a young 
woman she had tried to pick up 
just a few days before her body 
was discovered.

Lillian is 
as inept at investigating as I always 
imagine amateur sleuths would be 
in real life, but this touch of reali¬ 
ty is an odd choice for a mystery 
novel. It’s hard to envision a fu¬ 
ture in which Lillian, having near¬ 
ly been killed lots of times in her 
first foray, decides to delve into 
crime again, but Holy Hell has se¬ 
ries written all over it, so we’ll 
have to wait and see.

decides to update the tale in Beth¬ 
lehem Road (Odd Girls, $12.95), 
but with considerably less skill or 
emotion than the original. 



When Ruth is dumped by Ma¬ 
rina, she leaves San Francisco to 
dwell in New Bethlehem, Indiana 
with Naomi, Marina’s mother. 
What is never made clear is why. 
In the Biblical tale, we know that 
Ruth accompanies Naomi be¬ 
cause Ruth loves Naomi, and be¬ 
cause Naomi needs Ruth. Those 
feelings are never explored or 
even expressed. In fact, contem¬ 
porary Naomi dislikes Ruth 
heartily, and is certainly homo- 


phobic enough to blame Ruth for 
her daughter’s lesbianism. If the 
decision to take Naomi home is 
hard to swallow, Ruth’s decision 
to stay in a Bible Belt small-town 
that hates for fun, a choice that 
seems to guarantee a closeted fu¬ 
ture for a woman who came out 
when she was 15, is absolutely un¬ 
believable. 

Pulp mania 

For many of a certain age, pulp 
fiction was the first introduction 
to what it might mean to be gay or 
lesbian. These cheap paperbacks, 
with their lurid covers and equal¬ 
ly lurid titles, offered a glimpse 
into possibilities other than the 
heterosexual. The Main Library 
offers an in-depth look at queer 
pulp fiction, Forbidden Pleasures: 
An Exploration and Celebration of 
Queer Pulp Paperbacks. The mul¬ 
timedia presentation, May 19 
from 2-4 p.m., includes a panel 
discussion featuring Ann Bannon 
(Beebo Brinker ), Christopher 
Nealon and Susan Stryker, mod¬ 
erated by Jim Van Buskirk.

Urban yogi 


Darren John Main 


Y ogis aren’t just people who twist 
themselves into pretzel shapes. 
And yoga is not just physical ex¬ 
ercise. To achieve yoga’s promised ben¬ 
efits, a practitioner must flex the mind 
and spirit as well as the muscles. 

Since I started studying and prac¬ 
ticing yoga five years ago, I’ve perused 
many a yoga book, looking for a spirit 
guide in print with whom I could 
closely connect. Of course I’ve come 
across many a brilliant inspiration, be¬ 
ginning with Autobiography of a Yogi, 
the 1946 classic by Paramhansa Yo- 
gananda. Yet what I was most seeking 
was someone with contemporary 
urban sensibilities, especially someone 
with insights into queer culture. And 
why should I want a queer perspective 
on yoga? The practice is, after all, the 
ancient Indian path to enlightenment, 
now spread world-wide, and as such is 
open to all, regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation or identity. It is, in a word, uni¬ 
versal. 

What I’ve 
been seeking, 
in fact, is ex¬ 
panded aware¬ 
ness, and that’s 
precisely what a 
reader encoun¬ 
ters in Darren 
John Main’s 
Yoga and the 
Path of the 
Urban Mystic 
(Findhorn 

Press; 2002), a gentle, beautifully nu- 
anced, unobtrusively gay exploration 
of yogic teachings from the perspective 
of a man who calls himself an urban 
mystic. 

Main presents accessible, down-to- 
earth, and home-made teachings on 
yoga basics, discussing the eight limbs 
of the practice — Asanas (poses), 
Pranayama (“The Breath of Life”), 
Pratyahara (sense withdrawal) and the 
like, along with musings such as “The 
Flow of Life,” “The Yoga of Relation¬ 
ships” — all with an easy-going, 
mom’s apple-pie kind of philosophiz¬ 
ing and storytelling. 

In a section on mindfulness, for in¬ 
stance, he relates how in Dolores Park 
one day, he was practicing, doing the 
physical poses, “but my mind would 
not stay present— Though my inten¬ 
tions were good, I was easily distracted 
by the very attractive assortment of 
scantily clad sunbathers who were all 
around me. However, I kept returning 
to the breath,” and soon slipped into a 
focused space where “time seemed to 
stretch on forever.” 

Main’s confessional writing style 
reveals a lot about the man and his 
practice, giving us a picture of him be¬ 
fore he discovered yoga, when he was 
an angry young man. That’s a long way 
from the compassionate attitude to¬ 
ward life he now exhibits. The way he 
explains yoga, it’s less about how to get 
physically fit and more about the yogic 
approach to living, how to move 
through life gracefully, avoiding un¬ 
necessary struggles and taking reward 
in simple pleasures. 

“I am torn between living a deeply 
contemplative life and being a full- 
fledged member of my secular com¬ 
munity,” writes Main, but rather than 
renounce the world, he has learned 
how to integrate yogic teachings and 
practice into every-day urban life. 
That’s quite an accomplishment, and 
the lessons he shares are priceless.T

textured paper, which holds the 
ink and revels in viscous mid¬ 
nights and multiple shades of dark 
chocolate. Its matte tones are not 
at all alarming, like the imperative 
and accosting grip of Mapplethor¬ 
pe’s stark contrasts, which offset 
his remove. It shows in the sexual¬ 
ity, which is graphic, but always 
placid and friendly. And it shows 
the model’s calm disaffection. 

On the surface, model Greg 
Knudsen is a world-class super¬ 
model. When the clothes start 
dropping, there are initial signs of 
a deeper, darker identity. Yet, as 
you find yourself flipping the 
pages with escalating rapidity, it 
becomes apparent that beneath 
the surface, he’s a world-class su- 
permodel. He’s got the model’s 
runway stare down pat, and that’s 
the unrevealing expression he 
wears when undressed. Strange, 
how much more of an expressive 
and personable side he exposes 
when not exposing himself. The 
florid and creative tattoos, the 
gangland bandanna and switch¬ 
blade, the mascara-ringed eyes are 
only set dressing. No matter the 
many ways he displays a sizable 
and erect member, no matter even 
that he yields cum shots, a piss 
shot, and, across a double-page 
spread of multiple views, dildo in¬ 
sertions: It’s all surface. 

Where Gorman sees “a com¬ 
plete lack of pretension, a sardon¬ 
ic sense of humor,” I see a dispas¬ 
sionate model who is rarely more 
than a mannequin, defusing sex¬ 
uality and draining the photos of 
life. Even Weber, while eschewing 
graphic sexuality, drew more from 
an empty canvas of a model in his 
Chop Suey than Gorman can 
evince here.

tween Us constantly lack the mo¬ 
ment of knowing that is so con¬ 
sistently and sharply a feature in 
the work of others. 

The best claim for the book 
comes from scholar Peter Weier- 
mair, who says that in these por¬ 
traits, “the dialectical tension be¬ 
tween intellect (face) and sensual¬ 


ity (genitals) has been resolved.” Is 
that tension resolved, or simply 
becalmed? I expect the folks at 
Vanity Fair will hail Just Between 
Us as unprecedented sensation. 
Which, in their world, it is. And 
it’ll blow their minds in Peoria. 
But in this gay neck of the woods, 
I hardly minded at all. T
